CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


Loxpoy, March 28.—The Times antici- 
pates that Mr. Childers, Chancellor ef the Ex- 
chequer, will have on hand on the 3ist inst., 
the end of the current financial year, a mini- 
mum surplus of £1,500,000. 

A Vienna correspondent says that before 
France opens hostilities in Madagascar she 
will issue a circular note to the powers ex- 
plaining the motives for her action. 

Rome, March 28.—The fourth centennial an- 
niversary of the birth of Raphael was cele- 
brated here to-day with great pomp. A bronze 
bust of the great artist was unveiled at his 
tomb. 

Paris, March 28.—M. Léor Say, speaking 
at Lyons, strongly advocated the opening of 
fresh outlets for commerce, which, he said. 


would be of more advantage to France than 
protection. France should keep in close rap- 
port with ner offshoots abroad and even with 
those not now under the tricolor, 

Tbe announcement in German newspapers 
that Germany will not allow France to steal a 
march on her in the adoption of repeating 
rifles for her infantry causes some comment 
here, Four battalions of German troops at 
Konigsberg and Stettin have already as an 
experiment been armed with repeating rifles, 
but the results so far have been discouraging. 

The Minister of the Interior and the Minister 
of Justice have signed a contract with the 
Credit Foncier, by which the latter engages to 
build dwellings to alleviate the crisis caused 
by high rents. 

Maprip, March 28.—El.Globo says Castillo 
and Rodriguez, two of the Cuban refugees sur- 
rendered at Gibraltar by the English authori- 
ties, will be released immediately. Maceo, the 
other surrendered refugee, will be released 
conditionally when the Government considers 
it safe to permit his liberation. 

BERLIN, March 28.—The Vatican, it is said, 
is inclined to facilitate a settlement with Prus- 
sia. Cardinal Ledochowski, whose presence at 
the Vatican is regarded by Prussia as hinder- 
ing a settlement, is about to leave there. The 
Germania, an Ultramontane journal, depre- 
cates the departure of Cardinal Ledochowski 
as too great a sacrifice. 

The Emperor William has so far recovered 
bis health that he was able to receive the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught to-day, and 
to attend to affairs of State. He intends to 
seek a change of air when the weather be- 
comes milder. 

St. Perersrcrc, March 28.—It is stated 
that Count Adlerberg will be appointed Vice- 
Chancellor during the coronation of the Czar. 

Pestu, March 28.—An earthquake which oc- 
curred in the neighborhood of Miskolez dur- 
ing a performance in the theatre there caused 
a panic among the audience, during which 
many persons were severely injured. 

The rivers Hernad, Gran, and Waag are 
rising rapidly. The railway embankments 
have been demolished and a number of vil- 

es are threatened.

KENTUCKY WHISKY 1N CANADA. 

Ottawa, Ontario, March 28.—Few familiar 
faces were to be seen in the lobbies here to-night of 
the men who, two months ago, were exercising 
their influence in the lobbies of Congress in favor 

of an extension of the whisky bonding period. The 
pommercial value of the Canadian Parliament 
has met yet been fixed. “Honesty is a na- 
tional policy,’”” remarked a prominent sup- 
porter of the Government to-night, “and if 
that whisky ring who were thrown overboard by 
Congress expect to buy up our Parliament, they 
Ww ill find some difficulty in doing it.” The Finance 
Minister, Sir Leonard Tilley, the head of the tem- 
perance organizations of the Dominion, positively 
refuses to entertain the overtures made by United 
States distillers to collect their wares in Canada 
for. the purpose of evading the Excise laws pre- 
scribed by the United States Government. A tele- 
gram has been exhibited here to-night by 
the’ )/Secretary of the Whisky Distillers’ As- 
sociation, purporting to come from Washingten, 
to the effect that the United States Government 
have intimated through the British Minister at 
Washington their approval of such modifications 
of Canadian bonding regulations as will meet the 
demands of the United States distillers to import 
their whisky into Canada in smaller packages than 
the law now admits of. Not only the Government, 

but Parliament, is opposed to ary modification of 

the existing law which might be made in the inter- 
ests of the United States whisky ring.

INDIANS CAUSING ALARM. 
Tucson, Arizona, March 28.—The Indian 
situation is growing serious. Advices from Silver 

City say that a party which arrived there from San 

Carlos report that the. young bueks on the San 

Carlos Reservation were very restless last week, 

and there was every evidence of an early outbreak 

They talked of the victory of the Big Chief in 

Mexico, and said that he would soon be at San 


Carlos, and couriers have beenfconstantly passing 
between the reservation and Juh’s band in Sonora 
carrying information. The band raiding South- 
eastern Arizona has been drawing from the reserva- 
tions, and is inereasing in numbers daily. As far 
as heard from, 21 peopie have been murdered in 
seven days. Advices from Sonora place the depre- 
dating band there at not less than 150, wrko are 
being driven to the Arizona border by Mexican 
troops. If the troops pursue them across the 
border they will probably be forced into Richmond, 
where renegades are uow receiving reinforcements. 


PortTLAND, Oregon, March 28.—The Uma- 
tilla Indian scare proves to be witheut foundation. 
It is believed that the rumors of the moverments of 
the Indians were circulated for the purpose of 
brincing on a commission, which would result in 
their remoyal and the throwing open of their 
reservation to land sharks.

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HONORS 70 THE ENVOYS. 


A VI8IT TO SALEM—A PUBLIO RECEPTION 
IN BOSTON. 

Boston, March 28.—The Malagassy envoys 
were visited thie morning at the Tremont House 
by the Mayor and other officials, and afterward 
left for Salem. The envoys were received at 
Salem by large crowds. They visited the family of 
the late John Bertram, whose business relations 
with the island were extensive and long contin- 
ued. After visiting various points of interest the 
party took dinner at the residence of Alderman 


Emmerteu, where they met a number of ship- 
masters in the Madagascar trade. The envoys re- 
turned to Boston in the afternoon. 

They took carriages on their return and were 
driven through the business portion of the sity. 
At 5:30 o’clock a formal dinner was given at the 
Tremont House, after which the party proceeded 
to the Park-Street Church, where a public 
reception, beginning at 8 P. M., was held, 
which was largely attended. Mayor Palmer 
presided and delivered an address of wel- 
come. The Rev. Dr. N. G. Clark. of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, was the next speaker. 
He dwelt mainly upon the success of missionary 
work in the island. He was followed by the Hon. 
Eustace C. Fitz, President of the Board of Trade, 
who spoke of eommerce as an aid to missionary 
work and eivilization. The Chief of the Embassy, 
Ravonrinabitrinmiarivo, then read an address which, 
translated by the Rev. W. C. Pickersgill, the inter- 

reter, expressed the highest appreciation of the 

indness and courtesies which the American peo- 
ple have shown to the mpeg A and set forth the 
commercial disadvantage ot the too great domina- 
tion of the French in Madagascar. 

A set of reseiutions was then read by the Rev. 
E. G. Porter and adopted by the meeting. They 
state that the peace and prosperity of the island 
seem to be imperiled by the present aggressive 
policy of France; expressing sympathy with the 
people of Madagascar in their present trouble, and 
the hope that France would abstain from even the 
appearance of trespassing on the rights of the 
feebler power. At the elose of the reception the 
Ambassadors were taken tothe Tremont House. 
They will take the 8:30 train on the Bosten and 
Albany Road in the morning for Hartford, where 
they will make a brief visit. atter which they will 
go to New-York and sail for England on Saturday.

THE BODY FOUND IN A TRUNK AT A MEDI- 
CAL COLLEGE. 

Syracuse, N. Y., March 28.—Charles E. 
Harmon and I. H. Munroe, of Camillus, gave in- 
formation at the Distriet Attorney’s office yester- 
day afternoon that the body of Edwin R. Harmon, 
the father of the former, had been stolen from its 
grave in the Camillus cemetery. Mr. Harmon was 
a prominent citizen, who died at the age of 60, and 
was buried on Tuesday of last week. Mrs. Har- 
mon, whose sister’s body had been stolen some 


years ago, was nervous about the matter and piaced 
a private mark on ber husband’s grave. On 
Sunday mornirg she found this mark disturbed. 
The grave was opéned, and it was found that the 
box outside of the coffin had been sawed through, 
the glass in the lid of the eoffin broken, and the 
body dragged out. The District Attorney gave the 
facts to Chief of Poliee Wright, and Detective 
Sheppard and Assistant District Attorney Lewis 
teok up the case. They obtained a permit to ex- 
amine the dissecting-rooms at the university. On 
the third floor they found packed in a trunk a body 
which Mr. Harmon identified as his father’s. 
The body was taken to an undertaker’s, and 
to-day was placed in the vault at Oak- 
wook Cemetery. It has been learned from 
Dr. Smith, of the medica! college, that a man had 
calied there and offered te sella body. Dr. Smith 
asked where the body was, and tke man replied 
that it was already in the coilege. He was told to 
call again. When he returned, Dr. Smith had 
learned that the officers were searching for a body, 
and ke began to question the man sharply, when 
the latter suddenly took his departure. The 
Doctor is sure that the man was not a student. 
There does not yet appear to be any clue tothe 
perpetraters of the deed.

WasnincoTon, March 28.—The President 
has not yet given any attention to the nomi- 
nation of Postmaster-General Howe’s succes- 
sor. To-day the White House was closed to 
visitors, and only a few persons saw the Presi- 
dent. Early to-day the President received the 
following dispatch from Aiken, South Caro- 
lina: 

Pray reeeive my heartfelt expression of sorrow 
at thesad news of the departure of my long-tried 
friend, the Postmaster-General. Of the gentlest 
and purest, he has gone to his rest.

There continues to be a great deal of idle 
speculation about the chances of many candi- 
dates for the vacant position. As might be 
expected, Mr. Frank Hatton’s friends are most 


numerous and vociferous. As soon as the 
vacancy in the Cabinet is filled, the President 
will endeavor to go to Florida, as he proposed 
doing to-day if Mr. Howe had not died. The 
President now intends to go directly to Florida, 
and, after a short stay there, toreturn to this 
city, instead of extending his visit to other 
Southern States. While he has no aversion to 
the States which are already extending him a 
welcome in anticipation, he has an unconquer- 
able antipathy to anything like a Presidential 
tour, and will go and return as much like a 
private citizen as the forbearance and kind- 
ness of the Southorn people will permit.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Adjt.-Gen. Drum 
has received atelegram from San Antonio, Texas, 
stating that Gen. Sackett, Inspector-General 
United States Army, was stricken with apoplexy 
at that plaee yesterday. No particulars as to his 
cenditien were given. Gen. Drum has telegraphed 
for full information. 

Capt. L. A. Beardslee, now on waiting orders, 
has been ordered to command the receiving ship 
Franklin, at Norfolk, on April 10. Passed Assist- 
ant Surgeon Francis H. Ferrill, who recently re- 
turned from China, has been granted leave of ab- 
sence for one year 

Capt. F. M. Ramsay, Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, called upon Secretary Chandler this 
morning. He reports affairs at Annapolis as quiet 
and peaceable. 

The views of the Nava] Advisory Board as to the 
general features in the designs for the 3,000-ton 


cruisers and the dispatch boat have been concurred 
in by the Chiefs of the Bureaus of Steam Engineer- 
ing, Construction and Repair, and Ordnance. 

The Naval Advisory Board, appointed for the 
purpese of investigating and reporting if it is ad- 
visable to close or sell any of the uwavy-yards, will, 
it is said, reportin favor of equipping the League 
Island yard with all the plant and machinery 
necessary for the construction of iron and steel 
ships. Naval officers who have given the subject 
careful study believe that the action of Congress 
in authorizing the construction of the new steel 
cruisers is a forecast of the future poliey of this 
Government touching its Navy; that the war ships 
of the future will be of steel or iron, and that 
this Government will, atan early day, appreciate 
the importanee of being able to bulld its own ships. 
A preminent official of the Navy Department re- 
marked to-day: ‘‘ Now that the vexed question of 
the monitors is eut of the way. we may confident- 
ly expect to have a Navy. The great mistake of 
this Government was in undertaking to have its 
ships built by contract instead of in its own yards.

We have 
the most skillful and intelligent artisans, and 
our frigates were the admiration of all na- 
tions in every port of the world. But wooden 
ships are now out of date, and we have failen be- 
hind in tne construction of iron ones. Sooner or 
later, however, Congress will realize the impor- 
tance of equipping some of our yards for iron and 
steel ship building, and I have no hesitation in ae- 
serting that it will scon be found we can excel 
other nations In this charaeter of ships as we 
always have done with our wooden vessels.” 

ANNAPOLIS, March 28.—The annual prize of 
the Naval Institute was awarded to-night to Lieut. 
Carlos G. Calkins, of the Hydrographic Office, 
Washington, for the best essay on ‘‘ How may the 
sphere of usefuiness of naval officers be extended 
in time of peace with advantage to the country 
and the naval service.""

THE DEAD POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 


FUNERAL SERVICES AT KENOSHA—THE BODY 
TAKEN TO GREEN BAY. 

Kenosna, Wis., March 28.—A special train 
bearing the Milwaukee and Madison deilezations 
made the run to this city in one hour and ten min- 
utes. Many strangers arrived on the meruning 
train. The town was draped in mourning, and on 
all sides were evidences of deep sorrow for the loss 
of the dead Postmaster-General. A special train 
from Chieago bearing several hundred persons, 
among them the Washington delegation, arrived 
at about 2 o'cleck. Secretaries Lincoln, Teller, 
Chandler, and Frelinghuysen, Acting Postmaster- 
General Frank Hatten, and a delegation from the 
Post Office Department composed the Washington 
party. They brought a number of magnificent 
floral offerings. A light snow-storm prevailed, 
which gave the deeply draped town a picturesque 
appearance. The body was at the residence of 


Col. J. H. Howe, about two miles from the town. 
The hour set for the funeral services was 3 o’cleck, 
but before that time the body was borne by citizens 
of Kenosha, organized as an escort, to the 
Unitarian church, where, in front of the 
pulpit, it lay in state. The bust ef the states- 
man was exposed to view, and was closely and 
tearfully scrutinized by a vast concourse of people, 
representative citizens of this and other States 

and the masses who in life he had leved so well 
and served so faithfully. The decorations at the 
church were simple and entirely floral in charac- 
ter. Upon the front of the altar platform were ar- 
ranged several beautiful designs, fitting mementoes 
of the sad occasion. The serviees were opened 
with a chant by a Chicago quartet, under the lead- 
ership of Prof. Phelps. of that city. This was fol- 
lowed by Scriptural reading by the Rev. H. M. Sim- 
mons. After an invocation by the Rev. Robert 
Collyer, of New-York, the hymn ‘* Abide witn Me” 
wassung. The Rev. Mr. Simmons then reviewed 
the character of the dead Postmaster-General, with 
whom he had been closely associated for many 
years. The benutiful lines beginning, **Oh, spirit, 
freed from earth !"’ were sung by the quartet, and 
the Rev. Robert Collyer spoke on the hopes of im- 
mortality, and the services were brought to a close 
with aselection by the quartet and the benedic- 
tion. The congregation then viewed the body, 
after which the cover was placed in position and 
the coffin given into the hands of the pall-bearers, 
who were Chief-Justice Cole, Gov. Rusk, Secre- 
tary Linceln, Secretary Teller. Horace Rubiee. 
Senator Sawyer, F. H. Hatton, and Senator 
Hill, and taken to -the station and placed 
on-+ the funeral train, which left for 
Green Bay at abent 4 o’cloek P.M. The services 
were exceedingly simple and appropriate, the rela- 
tives having requested that there should be no at- 
tempt at display of any kind. There was neithera 
uniformed nor organized society in the procession. 
At Green Bay the body will lie in state at his late 
residence from 10 to 12 o'clock to-morrow, and at 
noon the intermeut will take place. 


GREEN Bay, Wis., March 28.—At 10:15 o'clock 
this morning the bells at Fort Howard and in the 
city tolled 67 strokes, the age of the dead Post- 
master-General. The services to-morrow will be 
brief. The Rev. Messrs. Collyer and Simmons will 
be in attendance. The body will be followed to 
the grave in Woodlawn Cemétery by old friends 
and by the citizens of Green Bay. All business 
honses will be closed. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—This being the 
day on which the funeral of the late Postmaster- 
General Howe took place, all the executive depart- 
ments of the Government were closed, their flags 
were draped in mourning and flying at half-mast. 


The flag on the Post Office Building was dis- 
played at half-mast yesterday out of respect to the 
memory of the dead Postmaster-General, and the 
pillars at the south front of the building were 


draped in blaek. The money order department 
was closed at 2 o’clock, and the registered letter 
department was closed from 2 to5. The offiees of 
the Postmaster, Assistant Postmaster, Cashier, and 
Auditor, and those of Superintendents of branches, 
were closed from 2to5.

SENTENCE OF A THIEF—A YOUNG OFFENDER 
LET OFF ‘EASILY. 

Lockport, March 28.—In the Niagara 
County Sessions to-day, Judge Davis presiding, 
James Blake, convicted yesterday of robbery, wus 
arraigned for sentence. The prisoner, with two 
others, forcibly plundered a farmer of his money at 
a picnic, at Olcott, last August. He is a cigar- 
maker, of Lockport, 23 years old, with a wife and 
three children. Strenuous efforts were made by 
his counsel, on the ground of his family and his 
previous good character, to induce the court to 


send himtothe Elmira Reformatory instead of to 
the State prison, but so much of this kind of crime 
has prevailed lately in this courty that tne court 
was inexorable and sentenced the prisoner to 
Auburn for five years and two months. 

The case of Charles Richards, (reported in Tae 
Times of the 24th inst.,) the young farmer who, 
when less than 17 years old, seduced a girl of the 
same age under promise of marriage, became the 
father of her child, married another girl, and was 
convicted by a jury of the offense on the 234 
inst. then came up. ‘The whole morn- 
ing was occupied ‘by the fruitless efforts 
of his counsel to have the conviction set 
aside, and a new trial ordered on the grounds of 
newly diseovered evidence and lack of evidence 
corroborating the compiainant. Both motions 
were denied, and then his counsel made an earnest 
plea for mercy on the grounds cf Riehards's 
youth, (he is now less than 21,) his young wife, and 
his blameless life before the commission of this 
offense, as well as the peeuliar circumstances un- 
der which the intimacy was formed. Richards 
was ordered to stand up, and _ probably 
a more boyish. awkward, or innocent-look- 
ing criminal than he never stood in a 
court of justice, His old mother wept 
piteously, and his father, sat near. After a 
few words of rebuke and admonition, Judge 
Davis told the prisoner that the reasons presented 
for clemency had weighed so greatly with the 
court that the punishment imposed would be a 
light one, and that it was thought consistent with 
justice in this case not to expose a person so young 
to the association of hardened crimivais for this 
one peculiar lapse from rectitude. The sentence 
of the eourt was that the defendant pay a fine of 
$300, or be committed tothe Niagara County Jail 
for 300 days. This unexpectedly lentent sentence 
at once stopped the mother’stears. The fine was 
paid on the spot and the defendant discharged. 
The court then adjourned without day, after a 
three weeks’ session. 
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TELEPHONE PATENTS UPHELD. 

TRENTON, March 28,—In the United States 
Circuit Court to-day Judge Nixon made an impor- 
tant decision in the case of the Bell Telephone 
Company against Andrew Albright and John J. 
Ghegan, of Newark. Ghegan claimed to have in- 
vented a telephone which was used by the People’s 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, and a line 


was run from the office of the company to the store 
and residence of Andrew Albright in Newark. A 
suit was brought against them bythe Bell Tele- 
phone Company for infringement, and the case 
was tried some time ago. The validity of the 
Bell patents was assailed, and a _ very 
strong contest resuited To-day Judge Nixon 
made an order which sets forth that the two 
patents granted to Alexander Graham Bell, on 
March 7, 1876, and Jan. 30, 1877. are good and 
valid patents, and that the defendants, combining 
and confederating with the People’s Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, have infringed the same; 
that it be referred to 8. D. Oliphant to ascertain 
the damages sustained by the Bell Company, as 
well as the profits and gains of the defendants 
for the use of the infringing instrument. Further, 
that a perpetual injunction be issued restraining 
the defendants ana all others from further in- 
fringiug the said letters patent. It is stated that 
the case will be earried to the United States Su- 
preme Court

A FATAL HUNTING TRIP 

Counci, Biurrs, Iowa, March 28.—Jobn 
White, a young man, employed by Martin & Son, 
expressmen, in this city, started for Spring Lake, 
two miles north of here, alone, on Sunday, to shoot 
wild ducks. He was missing that evening. and, as 
he had no friends here much interested in his wel- 
fare, his absence was scarcely noted until this 
morning, when his body was found on the tongue 
of land which separates the lake from the river. 
The body was pierced in the recion of the heart 
with gun-shot, the injury being such as would be 
made by an ordinary shot-cun, but White's gun 
could not be found nearthebedy. The indications 
were that he ran some distance after receiving the 
fatal wound.

STABBED WITH A PEN-KNIFE. 
A REMARKABLE DISCOVERY MADE AFTER 
DEATH——-MURDER SUSPECTED. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—The denizens of 
an outlying section of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
were thrown into a high state of excitement this 
morning by the discovery of three ghastly wounds 
upon the person of a woman who was being laid 
out for burial and who it was supposed had died 
from pneumonia. A week ago Mrs. Alice Snyder, 
the mother of five children, was rather suddenly 
taken ill and confined tea bed at her home, Ne. 
2,241 Clarenee-street. A physician was called and 
treated her for pneumonia. She grew worse 
rapidly, and yesterday she died. Just before 
she died the physician, Dr. Lane, was hastily sum- 
moned. He feund the dying woman speechless, 


but she kept pulling at the clothes about her stom- 
ach as if she desired to attract the doetor’s atten- 
tion to this part of her body. The doctor paid no 
attention to heractions, however, but administered 
remedies. He remained at the house until she died. 
The persons who went to prepare the body for 
burial discovered that the bodice of her night-dress 
was covered with blood. On removing the gar- 
ment they found a large porous plaster covering 
the pit of the stomach; when the plaster was taken 
off three gaping knife wounds were exposed. 

Dr. Lane was summoned to make an gxamina- 
tion of the body. He said that the wounds were 
fresh,and that oneof them had penetrated the 
liver. The dying woman’s actions were then re- 
called to the Doctor's memory, and he informed 
Police-Lieutenant Damon how peculiarly she had 
acted. The Doctor said that when he visited Mrs. 
Snyder yesterday she was attired in a new night- 
dress. The husband of the woman was arrested, 
and when he was searched at the station-house 
there was found in one of his pockets a large 
pocket-knife. On opening it the blade wag found 
to be covered with a thick coating of dried blood. 
The Police believe that the woman was murdered 
by her husband, and think the plaster was used to 
cover the wounds. The faetof her havinga new 
night-dress on is regarded as significant, and it is 
thought that the garment which the woman wore 
when she received the wounds was taken off and 
the new one substituted. Snyder is 60 years old. 
His wife was 42. They nave five children, the old- 
est a girl of 14. 

It is said that Snyder did net provide well for his 
family. His wife was a hard-working woman, 
much respected by her neighbors, while he is de- 
scribed as idle and dissipated. The man was locked 
up ina cell in the Eighteenth District statien- 
house, where he will be detained until to-morrow, 
when the Coroner will hold an inquest in the ease. 
When questioned by the Police Snyder refused to 
say anything. Since his arrest he has spoken to no 
one in regard to the death of his wife. The 
daughter, Mary, has made a statement that is 
considered very damaging to her father. She says 
that the night before her mother died she saw him 
sharpening bis knife. After the mother died he 
missed the knife, and, after a seach, found it at 
the foot of the lounge on which the dead woman 
lay. The woman who prepared the body for the 
grave says the husband tried very hard to persuade 
her net to remove the plaster whieh concealed the 
wounds. Asearch is being made for the nicht- 
gown which Mrs. Snyder wore when the wounds 
were inflicted. No trace of it has yet been found. 
@Snyder's friends claim that Mrs. Snyder, knowing 
that she must die, stabbed herself to shorten her 
misery, and that Snyder has a good defense, but is 
reserving it so that his wife may not be denied a 
Christian burial by the Church. 
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CHILDREN CRUELLY TREATED. 

ABUSES EXPOSED IN THE MANAGEMENT OF 
PENNSYLVANIA MILLS. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—The Society to 
Protect Children from Cruelty has vigorously set 
about the enforcement of the law covering the 
employment of minor children in millsar facto- 
ries. A circular containing acopy of the act of 
Assembly is being prepared for publication. Fiye 
hundred of them will be distributed among the 
millsin Philadelphia and contiguous districts of 
the State. The society to-day received informa- 


tion that the owners of the Griswold Worsted 
Mills. at Darbs, which was the first complained of as 
violating the law, had discharged 21 children fonnd 
to be under theage of 13 years. and that 15 nad 
been dismissed from Tracy’s woolen mil] at Twen- 
ty-fifth and Spruce streets. One of the first cases 
that came under the society's notice was that of a 
little girl named McKinley, empleyed at Tracy's 
mill. This child had been the main support of her 
drunken parents. She went to work at 6 o'clock 
every night and toiled at the looms until 6 the next 
morving. Shesaid. and the agents of the society 
say her story has been confirmed, that dur- 
ing the night the arms of the little toil- 
ers beeame so tired and their eyes so 
heavy that often their heads bobbed and 
their hands dropped the spool which they were 
putting upon the machinery. There was a watch- 
man, part of whose business it was to ge about 
among the looms and give the drowsy children a 
vigorous shake ora prod with a stick to keep them 
from dropping asleep as they stood. One man had 
his wife and several children at work inthe mill. 
One was a little boy who did not look to be more 
than 9 years old. who went up and down onthe 
elevator at night with baskets of bobbins. The 
parents earned good wages, but kept their children 


at work. 
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ROWDIES GO UNPUNISHED, 
RUFFIANS WHO DESTROYED BALLOTS 
HAVERSTRAW NOT ARRESTED. 

HAVERSTRAW, N. Y., March 28.—The order- 
loving and law-abiding people of this place are 
justly indignant over the neglect of the authori- 
ties in net attempting to bring to punishmenta 
gang of ruffians who destroyed a number of the 


ballots here on the day of the town election. The 
elections here have always gone strongly Demo- 
cratic, but this year there was a strong ficht for 
the election of a citizens’ ticket, composed mostly 
of Republican candidates. The better ele- 
ment of the piace, embracing many 
members of both political parties, worked 
vigorously to elect this ticket, and succeeded, not- 
withstanding they were bitterly opposed by the 
rum element, composed In a great part of a lawless 
and unprineipled lot of rowdies. A _ great fight 
was made over the eleetion of an Exeise Com- 
missioner, the whisky gang being headed by 
**Nick” Murphy, who won a champlonsbip belt tn 
a pedestrian match in Madison-Squars Garden, 
New-York, some months ago.

A COURTSHIP ENDS IN SUICIDE. 
THE TROUBLE MEDDLESOME PERSONS CAUSED 
IN A PENNSYLVANIA TOWN, 

POTTSVILLE, March 28.—St. Clair, an im- 
portant mining town, situated three miles from 
this city, was startled to-day by the news that Her- 
man Neuman, a prominent merchant and eitizen, 
weil and favorably knowzj througkout this county, 
bad committed sujieide. Neuman was a widower, 
his wife having died nine years ago, leaving three 
daughters, two of them married. The third kept 
house for her father. He was 58 years of age, and 
eontemplated marrying again. It was this fact 
which led to his making away with himself. Be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury Miss Emma, Neuman’s 


daughter, said that when she got up this 
morning she heard her: father go to a 
store-room and then to an outhouse. After 
she came down stairs she noticed he had 
made up the fire, but not seeing him about she 
went to her sister’s heuse and asked if she had 
seen him. The married sister said she had not 
seen bim and asked how lonz he had been missing. 
Witness replied half an hour, and her sister said 
she supposed he would come in soen. Witness 
said that on going out she had been afraid to 
look into the stable, but coming back she 
did so and sew her father hanging from 
a beam. John Williams and William Sykes 
were walking in the vicinity of Neuman’s stable, 
when they heard a woman scream. They asked 
what the matter was, and were informed that the 
woman’s father had hanged himself. Both men ran 
into the stable. The body was swaying, and was 
quite warm. but life was extinct. The body was 
suspended toa beam by an old clothes-line which 
was fastened about the neck with aslip-knot, 
which was prevented from closing too tightly by 
another knot, Jeaving a slack of about twe inches. 
Near the body stood asleigh, from the shafts or 
runners of which the unhappy man, after adjust- 
ing the noose, stepped into eternity. 

Mr. Neumar’s affianced made the following 
statement: “My name is Nellie Malcomson; have 
been living with my Aunt Baley for 10 years; am 
better known as Nellie Baley; came here from Eng- 
land 10 years age: quickly after Mr. Neuman’s wife 
died he began going with meand has continued te 
do so without interruption; the wedding was fixed 
for Friday, the 16th inst.; that evening I was pre- 
pared for the wedding, and he called at my 
mother’s heuse for me to zo with him to the par- 
sonage of the Rev. Daniei Savage; I went with 
him, supposing we were to be married; on the way 
Mr. Neuman spoke of his daughter and a Potts- 
ville gentleman, with whom she said I had kept 
eompany; I denied it, because I did not even know 
the man he mentioned; while we were talking he 
suddenly said, ‘It’s too late to get married to- 
night: good night.’ and walked off. I returned 
home and told my mother and aunt. Next day 
my aunt, accompanied by the gentleman whose 
name had been used in connection with mine, 
called on Mr. Neuman. His daughter gave the 
name of a town doctor as her authority; 
on Tuesday, saw Mr. Neuman: he was sorry 
trouble had occurred; next day I instituted legal 
proceedings against him at Pottsville; on Thursday 
I saw Neuman; hesaidif I had done anything I 
should withdraw proceedings and it would be all 
right: Irefused. On Friday he was in Pottsviile 
and that evening he came here; be asked me what 
I had done, and Itold him to goto the Post Office 
and he would find out. On Saturday morring he 
came here and asked me what I wanted; I 
said: *I want you to keep your ‘promise;’ 
he named last evening for the wedding. There 
were two weddings in the church fixed for that 
evening. He then put it off until this evening. I 
did not like it, but did not seriously object. Sun- 
day evening while here he said that his daughter 
Emma would leave him if be married me, and if he 
had a pistol he would blow bis brains eut. He 
said that kis daughter Sophia claimed trust money 
from him that was lost in the Mountain City Bank 
and would sue him if I married him.” The 
objection to his choice for a wife was 
based on the fact that a few years ago she had a 
child, who still lives, the alleged father having 
fied. This was known to Mr. Nenman before he 
began his courtship. Miss Baley is 26 years of age, 
rather good-looking, modest. and retiring.

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DUKES RESIGNS HIS SEAT. 
THE PENNSYLVANIA HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 

TIVES SAVED FURTHER TROUBLE. 
HARRISBURG, March 28.—Dukes, the assas- 
sin, bas himself solved the problem which has for 
some days occupied the attention of the House of 
Representatives in general, and its Law Committee 
in particular, and which for a greater length of 
time has been the absorbing topic with all classes 
of citizens of the State at large. That solution 
came to-day through Speaker Faunce, in the shape 
of a letter, clumsily put together, in which the 


writer declined to aceept the seat in the House to 
which he had been elected by the people of Fayette 
County, and requested the House to declare the 
seat vacant. The letter bore date “ Fayette 
County, March 26, 1883." It was presented by Mr. 
Faunce to the committee at its meeting this morn- 
ing just after the Dukes letter had been identified, 
and it at once put a stop to the Investigation. The 
eonclusion was soon reached that further action 
was unnecessary and the seat should be declared 
vacant. A report to this effeet was adopted and 
submitted to the general committee, which recom- 
mended it and discharged the sub-committee frem 
further consideration of the matter. 

When the House met, Speaker Faunce presented 
the letter to that body. Its reading was followed 
by the reading of the report of the committee. 
Mr. Hasson, Democrat, of Venago, then moved 
that the report and the mean mye + resvlution 
declaring Dukes’s seat vacant adopted as the 
sense of the House. Without a dissenting voice. or 
one word of comment or debate, the motion was 
carried and the question was disposed of. The 
next thing in order is for Speaker Faunce to issue 
a writ for a special eleetion to fill the vacaney. 

Mr. H. Bowman, Cashier of the National Bank of 
Fayette County, says it is simply impossible to de- 
scribe the feeling at Uniontown and in Fayette 
County against Dukes, and that that individual 
will undoubtedly be eompeiled to leave the county 
to escape violence. 


WOODWARD'S GILDED NICKELS. 

NASHVILLE, March 28.—William C. Wood- 
ward, arrested on the charge of passing gold- 
plated nickels as five-dollar gold pieces, was taken 
to St. Louis to-night for trial. In order to prevent 
the prisoner from suing out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus Detective Bauer swore out a warrant, which 
was immediately served. Several days ago Woad- 
ward was taken to Bauer’s room and questionea 
as to his association with Williamsou, who was ar- 
rested in St. Louis. Woodward acknowledged to 
have gone with Williamson, but said be left him at 
St. Lonis, and he (Woodward) went over to Kansas 
City. Woodward speaks confidently of bis ability 
to prove his innocence in this affair, and was anx- 
jous to be taken to St. Louis, where, he says, be 
can prave his innocence in a short time. He would 
not allow his attorney to attempt to secure his re- 
lease on a writ of habeas corpus, saying that that 
would only be temporary, and he knew he would 
be honorably acquitted in St, Louis.

A PISCATORIAL DISCUSEION IN THR 
ASSEMBLY. . , 


THREE HOURS OF DISCUSSION ON THE 8sUN- 
DAY LAW—STATE PRISON LEGISLATION— 
MR. SPINOLA EXCITED. 

ALBANY, March 28.—The Assembly spent 
three hours to-day in discussing whether er not 
the people of the State of New-York should go a 
fishing on Sundays. A modification of the Sunday 
laws now set down in the Penal Code has been the 
ambition of Mr. “ Tim’ Campbell's life since hig 
election to the Legislature. Sufferizeg humanity 
within the purlieus of the Corlears Hook district 
has seemed to him te demand that no restrictions 
should be placed upon its Sunday movements. His 
bill to amend the Penal Code in that respeet was 
the first to be printed and placed on the Assembly 
files. Weeks of wrangling have since taken place 
in the Judiciary Committee room over this one bill. 
Senator Kiernan, of Brooklyn, also began his la- 
bors early in the session for the relief of those who 
were galled by the stringent provisions of the 
Penal Code. He was more successful than the 
statesman from Corlears Hook, having managed 
to get his bill through the Senate and into the 
House, where it was fastened upon’ by Mr. Camp- 
bell as just the thing for his erring constituency.’ 
The Judiciary Committee was instrneted to care- 
fally revise the Kiernan bill, and after listening te 
a number of hardened sinners who desired ta 
abolish the Sunday law eompletely, and te 
several good persons, among them Mr{ 
Atterbury, who were willing to make 
@ reasonable concession, but none other! 
the committee to-day reported the result of its 
labors, and the House immediately went inta 
Committee of the Whole uponthe report. Seratos 
Kiernan’s bill gave the right of fishing to every | 
body upon the Sabbath. The Judiciary Commit 
tee had placed this amusement along with hunt 
ing, bareback riding, and other pastimes. and bad 
refused to reeognize their legality when attempted 


upon the Sabbath. The argument was principally 
devoted toa consideration of the rights of fisher- 
men. 

Col. Murphy drew a pretty pieture of the city 
~~ picking his way threugh the streets on a 
ovely Sabbath morning. with a fish-pele and @ 
basket containing bait, lunch, and other inspirit- 
ing things. Ingocent recreation was what he wa 
s search of and no law ought to interfere with his 
pleasure. 

Mr. “ Tim” Campbell ren a or mp a 
the liberty of the fish-hook, cut bait. and shrimp. 

Farmer Brooks opposed granting so much 
license to the gilded City youth, and pictured the 
Lower Bay dotted with the sails of the sinful 
Sabbath-breaker. Mr. Campbell interrupted him 
long eneuzgh to tell him that he remembered with: 
supreme satisfaction the identical haunts of the 
fish and the fishermen which the farmer was de- 
scribing. [Laughter. ‘ 

Mr. Howe defended the report of the Judiciary 
Committee, and reminded his piscatorial friends 
that if they would carefully read that report thes 
would find languace that would enable a Justice 
to render a very liberal construction of the law. 
There was no question but what men could 
fish as much as ever under the law pro 
posed by tbe committee. Speaking gem 
erally of the Sunday law Mr. Howe said 
he was struck with the number of working 
people who had petitioned the Legislature to for- 
bid all werk being done on the Sabbath, which 
they so much needed for rest. Major Haggerty 
reeled off a bit of argument for the Sunday fisher- 
wen and threw them some crumbs of comfort. i 

The stern, strictly Sabbatarian view of the sub- 
ject was taken by Messrs. Farrar, Hunt, and De 
Witt. Mr. Hunt emphatically protestec against 
Europeanizing the American Sabbath, as some of 
the New-York and Brooklyn members seemed es- 
peeially desirous of deing. Mr. De Witt wanted 
to know why the Legislatare should shock 
the whole sentiment of the State by legal- 
izing what had always in the history of this 
country been considered as a sinful amusement 
when practiced on the Sabbath day. No political 
party could afford to do it or allow it to be done. 
* Let us,” he said, *‘amend this law as statesmen, 
but not as theolegians. Amend it soas to relieve 
it of its more impractical features, but not so that 
it will clash with the sentiments of the people scat- 
tered through the country districts of the State.” 

Gen. — scefigd at the piety and virtue 0! 
the New-Englanders who settled this aoe: He 
spoke of their bigotry and fanaticism, of their 
burning witehes and drowninz Quakers, and ome 
sundry other cruel things. Farmer Brooks ho 
that the General had not got John Rogers mixed 
up in his mind with Reger Williams. Mr. Roese- 
velt baeked up the Farmer and the other friends of 
Sunday observance. 

Mr. Campbell endeavored to get the committee 
to agree to allow the sale of prepared tobacco ail 
day Sunday, but was defeated. 

Finally, ‘ol. Murphy wanted to know what all 
this had to do with fisbing, and called fora vete on 
his metion to protect tne fishermen. His amend- 
ment to that effect was carried by a viva voce vote, 

Then the protection of glass factories, iron mills. 
&c., where it is a work of necessity to keep the 
fires going over the Sabbath wastakenup. They 
were permitted to carry on the necessary branches 
of their business in the usual manner. ' 

The cemmittee having finished the subject. an 
attempt was made by Col. Murphy and Mr. Tim 
Campbell to get the amended bill ordered to a 
third reading. Mr. Boynton, an up-country law- 
yer, rallied the countrymen on this point by 
declaring that he wanted members to be 

laced on record. He was not will- 
ng to legalize fishing. A vote was 
taken, and the motien was lost by 48 to 52. The bill 
now goes back to the Committee of the Whole 
again. It looks as though the country members 
were unwilling to allow the Code to be amended 
at all if the ungodiv pursuit of fish upon the Sab- 
bath is to be legalized as the New-York mem- 
bers desire. They could certainly prevent it 
if they all voted together. Many of them 
did not vote at all on  tbis_ motion, 
being unwilling to offend the New-York mes 
on the one hand and yet positively fearing to shoca 
their constituents on the other. Bosom Friend 
Cary and some other countrymen will doubtless 
receive exhortation-from many of their friends fot 
their reckless diregard of the anti-Sunday fishing 
sentiment prevailing in their districts. The vote 
on Col. Marphy’s motion wasas follows, Democrats 
in roman, Republicans in italic;

FOR AND AGAINST PROHIBITION. 
SENATORS IN ALBANY DISCUSS THE SUBJECT, | 
BUT ARRIVE AT NO CONCLUSION. 

-ALBANY, March 28.—The prohibition ques- 
tion oceupied the Senate the greater part of its 
session to-day, the measure under discussion being 
Mr. Thomas’s concurrent resolution for an amend- 
ment to the Constitution prohibiting the manufac- 
ture or sale of imtoxicating liquor in this State. 
The opposition to the amendment was opened by 
Mr. Grady, who is personally a teetotaler, but who 
believes that a free circulation of ram among his 
constituents is necessary to keep them in 
line with the Tammany JHall Democracy. 
He argued that the appetite for intoxicat- 
ing drink must be cured by reason and 
moral suasion and could not be repressed by legis- 
lative enactment. He cited Maine as an example of 
the failure of prohibition, and said that in travel- 
ing through that State the first man he met on the 
cars was drunk, and the first hotel-keeper he en- 


countered asked him if he would not like to take a 
drivk. He was anxious to show his guest how 
easily the prohibitory law wasevaded. He did not 
consider sound the plausibie plea that everybody 
ought to be willing to submit this amendment to 
the people for their decision. It was the duty of 
Senators to act according to their convictions on 
thie, as well as on all other propositiens, and they 
had no right to give their indorsement to a meas- 
ure they did not believe in, as they woula do by 
sending this amendment to the people to pass upon. 

Mr. Thomas supported his amendment in an 

elaborate speech, in which he cited a Jong array of 
statistics to show the evil effects of tbe liquor 
traffie in increasing poverty, disease, and crime. 
In Suffolk County, Mass., which includes the city 
of Boston, he said that reliable reports showed 
that 80 per cent. of the poverty and crime in that 
county was eyprer A attributable to the sale of 
liquor. Similar statistics were cited from this and 
other States as well as from Sweden, Ireland, Scot- 
land, and England. The economic argument was 
ually strong against the liquor traffic. Upward 
150,000,000 was annually expended in the State 
of New-York for intoxicating drinks. Referring to 
Maine, he said that, in spite of all tho tricks ré- 
sorted to by rum-sellers to evade the lew, it was 
still a fact that the sale of — in that State had 
fecreased 90 per cent. since the pessace of the pro- 
nibitors amendment. It was sufficient reason for 
submitting this amendment to the people that the 
people asked for it. There had been more peti- 
Hons for it presented to the present Legislature 
than for all other measures combined. 

Mr. Fitzgerald opposed the bill on the ground 
that there was n0 at popular demand for it, and 
aiso on the ground that constitutional amendments 
should not be made for light and trivial reasons. 

Mr. F. Lansing supported the amendment, and 
said that every consideration of morals, social or- 
der, public health, and economy, demanded that 
something be done to stem the tide of intemper- 
ance that was floodiugthe land. It was nonsense 
to talk about “ aoe ged laws.” If it was proper 
to pass laws against crime, it was equally proper 
t@ pass laws to prevent crime. Political considera- 

. jlons have been lugged into the discussion of this 
dill. He was thankful that he did not belong to a 
party thet required a@ free traffic in intoxicating 
jiquors and the degradation of the masses in order 
to bring voters under its control, There was no 
politi reason at least that should prevent the 
Republican side of the Senate from voting for this 
amendment. At the close of Mr. Lansing’s remarks 
“the bill was progressed and will be taken up here- 


efter.

RERDELL’S STORIES DENOUNCED 

AS FALSE. 

OFFERS TO PRODUCE BOOKS XOT ACCEPTED 
—THE STORY OF THB SMITH AND JONES 
ENTRIES DENIED. 

Wasurnetor, March 28.—Stephen W. 
Dorsey’s testimony in the star route case was 
heard to-day by a Jarge crowd of spectators, but 
not by so many as to fill the court-room, Judge 
Wylie continuing bis sensible order to prevent 
the attendance of the idle and filthy court 
loaters, who formerly packed the small apart- 
ment to suffocation. Mr. Ingersoll intimated 
this afternoon that be would finish the direct 
examination early to-morrow. The cross-ex- 
amination, which will probably be conducted 
by Mr. Merrick, will be managed with all the 
skill to be expected from so capable and keen 
alawyer. Mr. Dorsey has thus far had plain 
sailing, Mr. Ingersoll giving him tbe cue for 
denials of all the damaging assertions made by 
Mr. Rerdell in his testimony. The cross-ex- 
amination will present to him some difficulties 
which cannot be fully overcome by the decla- 
ration that ‘1 never did,” or “ of course not,” 
or ‘* It’s too absurd to suppose.” 

There is much talk about the indictment of 
ex-Senator W. P. Kellogg. Mr. Kellogg has 
made statements to some of the newspaper 
correspondents, in which he dwells pointedly 
upon what he regards as a weakness in the 
presentment of the Grand Jury. The case 
against him, he appears to believe, cannot be 
made effective, for the reason that the Statute 
of Limitations will intervene. Gentlemen who 
are interested in the prosecution are disposed 
to consider this plea as in the nature of an ad- 
mission that the facts alleged against the ex- 


Senator are good, and they add that the Stat- 
ute of Limitations will not prove a protection. 
While the postal drafts which are referred to 
by Price as having Leen passed between him 
and Kellogg were issued several years ago, 
they did not mature until 1880, and it 
is said that decisions can be found to sustain 
the position that the date of maturify will 
bring the offense within the reach of the 
courts. In one statement, published to-day as 
coming from Mr. Kellogg, he refers to the un- 
successful efforts made to indict him, and com- 
plains because a Grand Jury bas been found 
willing to accept the testimony of Mr. John A. 
Walsh and Mr. J. B. Price. There is reason 
to believe that tbe Grand Jury which 
ordered the presentment made yesterday 
was furnished not only with aj] the 
information which the former Grand Jury so 
strangely disregarded, but that it was shown 
some letters written by one of the defendants 
to another since the trial of Brady and Dorsey 
began, urging that no testimony be given 
against Mr. Kellogg. These were not seen by 
the Grand Jury which so peculiarly set aside 
Mr. Walsh’s testimony. Mr. Kellogg, in 
charging the prosecution with the object of 
seeking to prolong the star route litigation, 
touches a chord which finds many responses 
here, and the star route sympathizers will 
echo the music about extravagant coun- 
sel as long as it appears to find 
listeners. The counsel for the prosecution 
can make no reply to this charge, and indeed 
none appears to be necessary. The assertion 
by Mr. Kellogg that part of the Administra- 
tion has joined in a persecution of him is ac- 
cepted here as an assurance that the Adminis- 
tration is not interfering to save anybody who 
is guilty. There is good authority for saying 
that the Administration has refused to permit 
strong appeals from some prominent Repub- 
licans for protection on political grounds to 
be considered as for an instant control- 
ling the prosecution, and that the Pres- 
ident is, as he has been,’ deter- 
mined that no act or word of his 
sball ever be referred to as standing in the 
way of the dispensation of strict justice to all 
star route robbers. The conduct of the Kel- 
logg and Price cases before the Grand Jury 
has been entirely in chargeof Mr. Ker, and he 
will probably prepare the indictment against 
them ordered by the Grand Jury. It is not 
yet known when these cases will be breught to 
trial, but assurances are given that the reports 
are altogether absurd which say that there is 
no intention of bringing them to trial. 
Ex-Senator Kellogg said to a reporter to-night 
that in afew days he expected to be able to 
make a statement which would be a complete 
denial of the allegations set forth in the Price 
affidavit. He would show from the records in 
the Post Office Department that he had never 
indorsed an application for expedition of ser- 
vice on any mail route except for one - team- 
boat route on Red River in 1876 or 1877. Ho 
would also expose the arrangement made by the 
prosecution with Price, who, he said, had been 
promised immunity for his services in this 
matter. Mr. Kellogg said further that the 
present proceeding against him was not begun 
with the consent of the Attorney-General. 
Messrs. Merrick and Ker had, he said, taken 
advantage of the absence of Mr. Brewster 
from the city to go before the Grand Jury, and 
counsel for the prosecution had admitted that 
this step was rendcred necessary by the testi- 
mony of Gen, Brady.

DORSEY’S EXAMINATION. 
WASHINGTON,’ March 28,—Crowds of people 
were waiting at the entrances of the Criminal 
Court room this morning before the opening of 
the proceedings in the star route trial, but under 
the stringent regulations imposed by the Marshal 
few persons were admitted besides members of 
the Bar and others having business in the court- 
room. Dorsey’s letterto Postmaster Clendennin, 
of Fort Smith, Ark., was produced, and he was 
asked his reason for cautioning Clendennin not to 
allow Root Kerens and others to know of his (Dor- 
sey’s) request for the approval of the bonds, He 
explained that the persons referred to were prom- 
inent mail contractors, and it was very important 
that they should know nothing of the proposed 
bids, or they might knowingly underbid for the 
service. The letter to Postmaster Haycock 
was also read and the same explanation given 
in regard to that. The witness said that the bonds 
sent to these Pestmasters were never returned 
to him, and consequently never used. He had no 
interest in the contracts, and his attempt to secure 
the bonds was a friendly act; had done the same 
thing for other persons, notably Major Adame, for 
whom he secured bonds for $640,000. That was 
also only a friendly act. 
entries of figures in the route-book, he said that 
Miner brought the book to him, and he changed 
only two entries; could not remember the routes 
or figures. Had advanced money (about $6,000 or 
$7,000) to John W. Dorsey & Co. The total sum lent 
to all—Peck, Miner, and John Dorsey—was $13,300, 
exclusive of $10,000 afterward paid to Peck and 
$10,000 paid to John Dorsey. The last transaction 
was with Miner at St. Louis, In July, 1878. Witness 
gave two notes to Miner, who had them discounted 
at the German-American Bank. Miner deposited 
$20,000 in postal drafts as security. Witness re- 
turned to Washington about Dec. 1, 1878; found 
that the bank had failed aud that Miner and Peck 
had taken Vaile into partnersbip. To protect 
Vaile, Miner, acting as agent for John Dorsey and 
Peck, had iransferred a large number of sub-con- 
tracts to him. The effect of that operation was ta 
destroy the security deposited with the bank. Wit- 
ness was not consulted about taking Vaile into 
the business. After some difficulty he gave another 
note and got Vaileto give a note as security for 
his original notes, and both of them were retained 
in the bank. Up to the time of witness leaving the 
Senate, the relations between Vaile and himself 
were much strained because witness’s advances 
had not been repaid and Peck and John Dor- 
sey had been out out of the business. Af- 
ter much consultation on arrangement 
was finally entered into, in Mareh, 1879, 
by which witness took one-third of the routes 
(about 30 in number) and paid Peck and John Dor- 
sey $10,000 each; employed Rerdell to attend to 
these routessome time in April, 1879, but he re- 
tained his position in the District Government 
until May. 1879. Rerdell took general charce of 
the routes. He was not instructed to epen any 
books; there was no occasion for it; witness had 
his own books. Rerdell did keep a route-book, 
but witness did not see it until a year afterward. 
The witness described his movements in detail 
during 1878, 1879, and 1880. Subsequent to the 
division of the routes witness made an arrange- 
ment witn James Bosler in relation to the routes; 
could not say whetber the arrangement was made 
here or in New-York. Rerdell remained in 
charge of the routes after that arrangement. 
Witness never kad any connection what- 
ever with the routes held by Miner and 
Vaile after the division; never realized any 
profits from therm and did not see Miner or Vaile 
after that until the beginning of this action. Wit- 
ness’s recollection in regard to his 80 routes was

Witness did not recol- 
lect that he had ever requested Rerdell to heip 
Miner prepare the bids. iner stopped at wit- 
ness’s house as a guest during December, 1877. and 
had the use of the upper office. If Rerdell did any 
work for witness at that time it consisted only of 
writing a few letters when he called at the house 
during the evening. Witness had nothing to do 
with the preparation of proposals on that mem- 
orable night, as testified to by Rerdell. The eniy 
erain of truth in that story was the circumetance 
of his sending Rerdell to Boone's house for the 
pigeon-hole box of papers. Witness’s reason for 
taking such an active interest in the success of the 
business, and for sending Rerdell over to help Jobn 
Dorsey start the Tongue River route, was to pro- 
tect the friends who had beeome bondsmen on 
tbe contracts from the disastrous conseauences of 
a failure of any of the routes. In reference to 
Rerdell’s statement that he had been instructed to 
establish a side Post Offiee on the Tongue River 
route, the witness said that it was utterly untrue; 
his statement was a falsehood; nor was it true 
that he had instructed Rerdell to build stations on 
that route solely with a view to expedition: did 
give Rerdeil some letters of introduction tu promi- 
nent persons, but did not remember saying any- 
thing about petitions. Witness bad no recollection 
of ever filling up an affidavit connected with the 
routes, Some of these papers were presented to 
him by Mr. Ingersoll, but he said: **I cannot see, 
I am sorry to say.”’ He also denied having ‘n- 
strucied Rerdell to fill in the affidavits, and other 
conversations sworn to by Rerdell were denied in 
toto. 

The “Smith and Jones’ memorandum was pro- 

duced. The witness sald positively: ‘I nevergave 
that paper to Rerdell at any time, or any piace, or 
for any rurpose, or to any buman being in the 
world. I am speaking of the paper as an entirety. 
I gave the items inthe first part of the paper to 
Wilbur F. Kellogg [his book-keeper] to make en- 
tries on the Ist of May, i879." ‘The witness then 
explained the nature of the items, saying that they 
included $10,000 to Peck and $10,000 to John Dor- 
sey. 

Mr. Ingersoll, addressing the court and counsel, 
said that Mr. Dorsey had books extending over 20 
years concerning many people. He did not want 
to bring, them into court for reasons entirely out- 
side of this case. Ifthe prosecution would agree 
upon a man, or if the court would appoint two 
men, to go over all the books, they might brine in- 
to court any account with John Dorsey, or Peck 
or Miner, connected with the business from 1877 to 
the present time. 

Mr. Bliss replied, that at the threshold they 
would be met with the question, ‘‘ What are Der- 
er be books?” He preferred to stand by tne rules 
of law. 

The court said that it could not make such an or- 
der, even if it had been accepted. 

Mr. Ingersoll aaded that Mr. Dorsey had about 
20.000 pages of letter-books, legal, political, and 
personal. He would make the same offer in regard 
to them. 

The Court (to Mr. Bliss)—Do you accept? 

Mr. Bliss—Noa, Sir. 

Mr. Merrick—If they will bring in the book con- 
taining the entries of William Smith, we will read 
them to the jury. 

Mr. Ingersoll—lf I had the power I might evoke 
from the chaos of perjury two red books, but as I 
have not such power I shall not. 

Nr. Ingersoll produced another batch of checks 
and offered them in evidence. but the court re- 
jected the offer. The court said that, after all, it 
depended entirely upon the credibility of the wit- 
ness’s testimony. He might have drawn money 
from other banks than those included in the 
offer. Only a general statement would be ad- 
misaible. 

The witness said that he kept no account of the 
money received from the Government; the sums 
were placed to his credit and would be shown by 
his bank-books. Never had a conversation with 
Rerdeli about the “Smith and Jones’? memoran- 
dum; it was not given to him, (Rerdell,) but to 
Kellogg—that is. the upper part. 

Mr. Ingersoll then made the same offer in regard 
to the stub-books that had been made before in re- 
lation to the letter-books, but Mr. Merrick positively 
refused to agree tothe proposition. He said that 
they bad been notified to produce the stubs and 
did not do it; let them accept the consequences. 
The offer was a perfect farce. The counsel ex- 
changed some rather ge 4 remarks, but the court 
cut the discussion short, characterizing it as an ab- 
solute waste of time. 

Among the many entries in his books, the wit- 
ness said, possibly there was an entry under the 
head of Sam Jones, but even if there was it was 
not connected in any way with the mail business. 
There was no “ William Smith” there; he had had 
that locked up. When Rerdell came over to New- 
York he brought only the route-beok. -The Cham- 
berlain conference with Brady was on purely 
political matters, Brady being Chairman of the In- 
diana State Committee. Mail matters were not 
mentioned. Rerdell’s statement that witness bad 
prepared a tabuiated statement setting out the 
proportion to be allowed “ T. J. B.”” was absolutely 
false; never authorized Gibbs to make any copy of 
the books; did get a transcript, but if two hooks 
had been twice copied for him he was just half a 
dozen beoks out. In reference to the interview 
with Rerdell at the Albermarie Hotel in 
New-York, the witness said that he had 

reviously heard that Rerdell was conenlt- 
ng with Government representatives. Rerdell 
came to his room early in the morning 
and began to talk about the Sali-burys and others, 
and about the allegations against him, (Rerdell.) 
Witness reassured him, telling him that he had con- 
fidence in him, and rebuked him for leaving his 
business in Washington. Rerdell replied that he 
had only come for information. He went out for 
breakfast, but did not return, and witness next 
heard from him throvgha telegram from Jersey 
City. That was all there was of the conversation; 
there was no exhibition of rage on the part of wit- 
ness. Witness wrote to Rerdell at Washington, 
but Rerdell’s statement of the contents of that let- 
ter was an unqualified lie. Witness ‘‘was not 
mueh on the beg.” Likewise the story of the in- 
terviow at witness’s house when he returned to 
Washington was false in every particular. 

Mr. Ingersoll read Rerdell’s testimony on this 
point with much affected pathos. 

The witness said that uo such eonversation oc- 
curred at any such time or place, If he saw Rer- 
dell at all when he returned it was in the office, 
“and certainly,” said the witness, with a smile, 
“as to any conversation of that kind, it is too ab- 
surd for me to answer.”’ The witness denied em- 
phatically having written a word of the aftidavit of 
June, 1881; did not demand any balance-sheets of 
the books from Rerdeil on July 13, 1882, at Willard’s 
Hotel]; did not know that he bad any such belance- 
sheets; nor did he give him any red book or copics 
of the Wilcox correspondence, vr books and corre- 
spondence of any kind: was not certain whether or 
not Rerde!l returned the pencil draft of the affi- 
davit made at that time. The only occasion upon 
which witness had ever given Rerdell any direc- 
tions regarding the affidavits connected with the 
routes was when Rerde!l telegraphed him at Trini- 
dad, Col., that the department wanted a shorter 
schedule on two routes, and he wished authority 
to change the affidavit, which authority the wit- 
ness gave. 

An adjournment was had at this point.

THe GUEEN’s OLD SERVANT. 
——--»—--— 
DEATH OF JOHN BROWN, HEB FAITHFUL AT- 
TENDANT FOR 34 YEARS. 

Jobn Brown, the well-known personal at- 
tendant of Queen Victeria, died at Windsor Castle 
yesterday at the age of 56, after passing 34 years in 
the service of her Majesty and the late Prince Con- 
sort. John Brown in England was much more 
widely known than many of the members of the 
nobility, and throughout the long years of his 
faithful service the Queen was attached to him so 
greatly that he often became a bone of contention 
among the courtiers who were jealous of his influ- 
ence over her Majesty. He wasa Scotchman, the 
son of a small farmer who lived at the Bush on the 
opposite side to Balmoral. He began his service 
in the royal family as a gillie, im 1849, and was se- 
lected by Prince Albert and the Queen to go with 
her Majesty's carriage. He was with Victoria 
continually during her life in the Highlands 
of Scotland from 1848 to 1861, entering the 
service of the royal pair permanently in 1851, 
when his duty was to itead the Queen's 
pony on her excursions. After the death of the 
Prince Consort in 1861, Victoria became more than 
ever attached to her humble Scotch servant, and 
in December, 1865, she promoted him to the posi- 
tion of personal attendant or body guard to her- 


self. From that time until his death the Queen 
never appeared in public without John Brown, and 
he followed her everywhere. His wishes were 
often much more potent than those of the mem- 
bera of the Court, and whenever he was ill a Scoteh 
6 cag ese was brought from Scotland to attend 
1im, because John had no faith in English medical 
skill. Of late years Brown's overbearing and dic- 
tatorial manners have caused a good deal of un- 
favorable comment among the nobility and others, 
whom he annoyed when they were visiting the 
Queen, He was not liked by the Prince of Wales 
or the Duke of Edinburgh, who complained that 
he did not know his place; but the more he was 
snubbed by nobles and Princes the more graciously 
the Queen smiled upon him and added to the 
favors which she bestowed on him. Among 
the special favors granted him was the ex- 
clusive right to shoot ‘orer some of the royal 
preserves, and quite recently the Queen threw open 
the state apartments at Windsor, at hisrequest, for 
the Mayor of Windsor, after having refused to do 
eo for others of high rank. John Brown proved an 
invaluable man to the Queen’s household, and his 
ersonal attaehment to his mistress was undoubted. 

is personal anxiety on her account amounted al- 
most to a mania. It is said that he was greatly 
worried two years ago when the Queen was shot at 
by a lunatic, beeause he had not been able to pre- 
vent the shot from belug fired, and because the 
man was captured by strangers in the crowd in- 
stead of by himself. He also worried greatly be- 
cause he was not present to prevent the Queen 
from falling on the stairway afew days ago, and he 
blalmed himself for tne bad effect of the drive 
which she subsequently teok, althouch her Majesty 
bad insisted on going out in spite of his epposition. 

John Brown was not treated by the Queen as a 
mere servant. He wasrathera friend and confi- 
dential adviser. He was notof importance enough 
to be admitted to the royal table, but he was too 
great a man to eat with the servants of the house- 
hold, and the result was that whenthe Queen 
traveled three lunches had to be prepared—one 
forthe royal party, one for the servants, and a 
third for John Brown. It is said that Jobn, with 
the proverbial Hichland shrewdness, feathered 
his nest well during the long years of his 
service. A recent London letter, speaking of 
him, shows the familiarity which existed be- 
tween him and the Queen, and the trouble 
which it caused at Court. “Ladies in waiting 
of exalted rank,’ it says, ‘‘have rebelled openly 
against the breach of etiquette his familiarity has 
created, and refused to be made a party to it; but, 
snubbed by them, he was only the more graciously 
treated by his royal mistress. He follows the 
Queen like a shadow from palace to palace, in 
public and in private, behind her chair at her 
meals, in the rumble of her earriage in her drives, 
bending over to exchange a few words, and ealmly 
possessing himself of her field-glass to inspect 
some distant manceuvre ata review.” The Queen 
herself, writing of John Brown in 1867, in a foot- 
note in her ‘Journal of Onur Lile inthe High- 
jands,’”’ says: “His attention, care, and faithful- 
ness {cannot be exceeded, and thestate of my 
health, which of late years has been sorely tried 
and weakened, renders such qualifications most 
valuable, and, indeed, most needful, in a constant 
attendant upon all occasions.

GEN, CHAMBERLALY, OF MAINE. 

From the Rutiand ( Vt.) Heraid, March 2. 
Joshua L. Chamberlain, in 1861, was a Pra 
fessor ia Bowdoin College, Maine. When Sumtez 
was fired on, the Governor of Maine offered this cok 
lege Professor a place in a Maine regiment, not be- 
cause he was a Professor, but because he knew he 
was a patriot of the old Joseph Warren fighting 
sort. The Faculty of the college fonght his pro- 
motion, saying that by training he was unfit for the 
field. Nevertheless Col. Chamberlain went to the 


front and rose to be Major-General of volunteers; 
he was repeatedly wounded; at Gettys- 
burg, the Twentieth Maine Regiment, under 
Col. Chamberlain, saved by its desperate fighting 
Little Round Top, andiathe last great campaign 
before Petersburg Major-Gen. Chamberlain was 
shot through the body, receiving so dreadful a 
wound that his life since has been 13 years of 
misery patiently endured by this noble man. He 
has since been Governor pf Maine, and he is now, 
President of Bowdoin College. During Gov. Gar- 
celon’s infamous attempt to steal the -Government 
of Maine ex-Gov. Chamberlain was summoned te 
the capital, and his couruge quelled that rebellion 
against law and order. 

The Boston Herald says of this noble man: 
* Joshua L. Chamberlain, of Maine, isa siek man. 
There are thousands of New-England veterans 
whose hearts will ache at the news. He was col- 
lege Professor before he was Colonel. He has be- 
come eoilege President sinee he was Brigadier 
General. He is ex-Governor of Maine and Presi- 
dent of Bowdoin College. The wounds received 
in 1864 are now bearing him down im 1883. Tne old 
wounds are pressing upon this General, Governor, 
and college sident, and he is about to undergo 
a dangerous operation. As teacher, preacher, 
Professor, General, and Governor, this man has 
well served the State. Those who fought with him 
and every other man who knows him will unite in 
wishing him a bappy delivery out of his troubles.” 

All the eountry over there are brave men whoarte 
gradually wearing out because of wounds received 
in the last year of the war. God bless and preserve 
not only galiant Gen. Chamberlain, but preserve 
the “‘unnamed demi-gods who fought and bied 
with him at Gettysburg and Petersburg.”

The burg- 
ars, who Were evidently professionals, had 
broken the padlock holding the shutter in place, 
raised it sufficientiy to give them entrance to the 
building, and closed it afterthem. The lecks on 
the deor leading to Mr. Hermance’s eales-room 
were forced by the use of a “ jimmy.” as was also 
the shutter outside the door. To enable them to 
work without discovery from the street, the 
had converted acigar box into a dark 
igntorn. lacing a common candle in one end of 
interior, and making a hole in the opposite end 
to serve asachimney. Asmall circular hole in the 
cover served to let out what light was necessary, 
This was sufficient to enable the thieves to select 
from the stock in the store at least 75,000 of 
the best cigars in the stock. None ef the 
eheaper grades was taken, nor were any of 
the private prands carried away,the thieves se- 
lecting only such brands as are sold by all dealers, 
brands which could be disposed of at any place 
without creating suspicion, sueh as Henry Clays 
and other choice Havana cicars. These boxes 
were tied in packages, taken down stairs. and, as 
soon as they could do so without creating sus- 
icion, the thieves threw up the shutters, opened 
tne doors, toaded their spoils Into a wagon, and 
drove off without being disturbed. The robbery 
was first discovered soon after 7 o’clock, when one 
of Mr. Hermance’s onolores arrived and found 
the door leading to the seles-room brokenin, He 
at once informed a policeman, who took oharge 
of the place, and Mr. Hermance was sum- 
oned. He found that the drawers in his desks 
ad been ransacked. The only things taken were 
what small change and postage stamps could be 
fourd—an insignificant amount in value, The 
cigars stolen cost Mr. Hermance in the neighbor- 
hood of $5,000. Anattempt was made to force the 
safe witha “jimmy,” but this was unsuccessful.

STORMY WEATHER ON 1HE OCEAN.

terday. The Directors of the New-York Milk Ex- 
change held a meeting yesterday afternoon at 
Steele's Hotel, No. 316 Greenwich-street. Mr, 
Stevens, on bebalf of the committee to confer with 
Mr. Vilas, Freight Agent of the Erie Road, said 
that the privilege of selling milk on the platforms at 
the Erie station, which was allowed to the farmers, 
was denied to members of the Milk Exchange. 
Mr. Laemmle said that the committee that bad 
undertaken to fix the prices of milk for the year 
with the Producers’ Association had exceeded its 
powers, and the members ef the Milk Exchange re- 
fused to approve the committee’s action. The 
members of the Exchange had offered the Farmers’ 
Association one-half of the stock of the Exchange, 
and thus given them the same powers that the 
members had. Mr. Riebardson and the leaders of 
the association,bowever,refuced to accept the offor. 
A motion was adopted that the price of milk for 
the month of April be 8 cents. Mr. Wright ex- 
plained that 3 cents was intended to be the aver- 
age market price which the dealers weuld pry for 
milk. At the same time many members of the Ex- 
change were in the babit of paying more than the 
average price for milk of superior quality. After 
denouneing the feeding of cows on brewery refuse, 
the Directors attended a meeting of dealers at Ber- 
rigan’s Hail, at Desbrosses and Hudson streets, 
Here the action of the committee in fixing the rate 
for the year was disapproved, and the price for 
April was adopted at 8 cents. It was resolved to 
appoint a committee to report to the Milk Ex- 
ebange the names of those farmers who fed their 
cows on swill. Mr. Sanford volunteered to watch 
the farmers along the Lehizh and Hudson Line, and 
bed will look after those on the Oswego and 
idland. 


MR. HOTOHKISS’S BROKERS. 


MR. HUTCHINSON READING ITEMS OF HIS 
PURCHASES AND SALES. 

A hearing in the Hotchkiss-Hutchinson suit, 
in which Charles A. Hotchkiss sues to recover 
$108,000 from his former brokers, Kennedy & 
Hutehinson, was had yesterday afternoon before 
Referee George H, Adams, at the latter's office in 
the Mills Building. Mr. Hutchinson read from his 
purchase and sales book the list of sales of Union 
Pacific stock made on Feb. 28, 1881. There were 
1,100 shares sold, 500 of which were credited to 


Kennedy, Hutchinson & Co. at 1124 regular. 
These 500 shares Mr. Hotchkiss claims were 
transferred from his accountto “M. E, H.,” who 
is Mr. Hutchinson’s wife. Mr. Hotchkiss had not 
ordered this sale, and in three days the stovk rose 
to 125. Mr. Hutchinson testified that his ledger did 
net show the number of the ¢ertificate of these 
500 shares, although it did in the cases of the other 
lots sold on that day. Mr. Hutchinson said that he 
effected the sale in person. The next saleto “ M. 
E, H,” was madeon Mareh 2, and amounted to 
500 shares. The price was116. Anothersale for Mr. 
Hotchkiss’s account was marked with a cross, this 
mark representing Mr. John R. Duff, by whom the 
stock was sold. There were a number of shares 
entered as sold for the account of Mr. Hotchkiss 
at 109 and 110, and immediately afterward 500 were 
sold for the firm’s account at 11114. Mr. Hutchinson 
afterward said that the sales were not entered in the 
book in the orderin whieh they were made. Mr. 
Hutchinson was not sure that he had made the 
cross spoken of, and that it had been put there 
under a mistaken idea that stock had been sold 
for Mr. Duff, which, it was afterward discovered, 
was sold for Mr. Hotchkiss. It was Mr. Hutchin- 
son’s impression that he did not know of this sale 
until after 8 o’clock, but he refused to say that he 
had not told Mr. Hotchkiss of the sale as early as 
11 o'clock on the day when it took place. On Jan. 
8, 1881, 3,500 shares ot Western Union were bought 
for the account of Mr. Hotchkiss at prices rangine 
from 8434 to 85%. Mr. Hutchinson said that he 
bought the stock himself at the request of Mr. 
Hotchkiss. There were a number of shares bought 
on the same day for the firm’s account at prices 
ranging from 81% to 86%. Mr. Hutchinson was 
unable to give the numbers of the certificates of 
the stock sold to Mr. Hotchkiss. The plaintiff's 
claim in this particular is that Mr. Hutehinson, at 
the close of the day’s business, transferred stock 
bought early in the day at 8114 for the firm to the 
plaintiff's account, charging him about 84.

A SHIP ONE HUNDRED AND TWO DAYS AT 
SEA—A BARK AMONG ICEBERGS. 


The German ship Else, Capt. Fennekehl, 
which arrived yesterday from Liverpool, had one 
of the longest passages on record. Her voyage 
occupied 102 days. Capt. Fennekab!] reports that 
he left Liverpool on Dec. 16 last. . Variable 
head winds and gales set in, and on Jan, 
24 Capt. Fennekahl found himself in lati- 
tude 580° 30’ and longitude 26°. From that 
date until Feb. 19 constant storms prevailed, 
The ship was driven back by these storms to longi- 
tude 17°, while she was as far north as latitude 51°, 
On March 9, when in latitude 46° and longitude 44°, 
several large icebergs, one of which was 120 feet 
high and 400 teet long, were seen. During the 
week which followed icebergs and ice fields, which 
were with difficulty avoided, were frequently 
passed. During the remainder of the Else’s voy- 
age variable winds were experienced. Fortunate- 
ly, the provisions and fresh water beld ont, but 
the crew had to be put on short allowance. 

Capt. Movine, of the British bark Lillian M. 
Vigus, which arrived yesterday from Antwerp, re- 
ports an eventful voyage of 46 days. On March 2 
the bark was caught in a heavy easterly gale. The 
wind shifted to north-west and increased 
into a hurricane. The mainyard was oar- 
tisd away and the. greater portion of 
the sails was lost. For several days 
afterward the bark was obliged to lay to while re- 
pairs were being made. On March 12, in latitude 
46° 20’ ana longitude 47°, Capt. Movine found him- 
self in a large field of ice. From noon until 5 
o’clock P. M. the bark sailed through the ice be- 
fore a 10-knot breeze, but shortly before nightfall 
she was blocked in on all sides by heavy cakes, 
A westerly wind afterward set in, and by heading 
to the southward Capt. Movine succeeded in reach- 
jing open water. It wasthen found that the cnt- 
water had been carried away and thatthe bows 
had been badly battered. The copper near the 
water mark nad also been badly torn. The bark, 
however, did not leak badly. 
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TELEPHONING TO OHICAGO.

*UCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS YESTERDAY WITH 
THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH WIRES. ; 

Very successful experiments in telephoning 
between this City and Chicago, a distance of about 
1,000 miles, were mace yesterday afternoon in the 
pffice of the Postal Telegraph Company. The in- 
strument was the double Edison telephone, which 
was employed four years ago in establishing com- 
munication between Toledo and Milwaukee by 
way of Detroit and Chicago, a distance of over 500 


miles. It consists of two Edison telephones at- 
tached toa single mouth-piece in sueh a manner 
that one can talk into both at the same time and 
t their combined effect upon the Jine connecting 
hetwo. It seems to matter little, however. what 
instrument is used, for the various experiments 
that have been made with different points ata 
eat distance have all been attended with simi- 
ar results. It is thought, therefore, that the 
great success attained must be attributed to the 
compound copper wires of the Postal Telegraph 
Company, through which the sounds are transmit- 
ted, of which the conductivity is about seven 
times as great as that of ordinary steel wire. They 
consist of a core of stee] surrounded by 2 coating 
of copper, so combining the strength of the ordi- 
nary Wires with the conductivity of the copper cov- 
ering. With these wires there appears to be no 
limit to the possible use to which telephones can 
be put.

Strange to say, there appears to be no 
law in New-Jersey under which the saloon-keeper 
can be punished for svob an offense against society. 
An effort to prohibit the sale of liquor to minors 
and drunkards was defeated in the Legisiature last 
year.

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The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, cloudy weather, with 
light local ruins or snow, variable winds, 
mostly northeriy, stationary or lower temper- 
ature and pressure. 


The prohibition amendment to the Consti- 
tution was before the Senate yesterday, but 
no decisive action was taken upon it. The 
arguments for and against it were animated 
enough, but were naturally not very novel. 
Mr. Grapy, who is opposed to the amend- 
ment, took the very sensible ground that the 
question of submission to the people should 
be decided by the Legislature primarily with 
reference to the merits of the amendment, 
but it is hardly correct to say that thereis not 
B very respectable and considerable body of 
public sentiment in favor of having a vote 
upon this subject. There certainly is, An 
agitation of the most sincere and earnest 
kind has been kept up for a long time in be- 
half of prohibition, and there are quite 
enough citizens supporting the amendment 
to justify submitting it. But the prospect 
of securing such a change in the Constitu- 
tion is so slight that it would be much more 
sensible in the friends of temperance to di- 
rect their attention to securing an adequate 
regulation of the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. 


Our Washington dispatches announce the 
intention of the President to take his trip to 
Florida as soon as he shall have filled the 
vacancy in his Cabinet caused by tke death 
of Postmaster-General Hower. If, as we 
have no doubt he will, he makes a judicious 
election for that place he can take his brief 
vacation in peace. His desire to do so with- 
out any ceremony, declining the public re- 
teptions which have been everywhere offered 
fo kim, is natural and characteristic. The 
President’s most unfriendly critics—even the 
‘altts-Stalwart politicians who are insulting 


him daily with élanderous reports of his in- 
tentions to appoint the worst of their num- 
-ber. to. office—cannot accuse him of fond- 
ness for this kind of display. 
—_—_—_——— 

Mr. JAcoBs sometimes sets up to be one 
of the more conservative of the Senators, 
but the occasion when he is in the chair ap- 
pears to be seized upon with suspicious fre. 
quency for ‘‘ jumping”’ bills out of their 
order and rushing them through without 
consideration. This trick was tried yester- 
day with the Excise bill, end it was declared 
to be ordered to a third reading without ob- 
jection, though no oppertunity for objection 
was given. The trick failed, however, and 
the Senate was induced to make the bill a 
special order for Tuesday next, when some 
attention can be given to its merits. It is 
the M. C. Murphy bill which the City 
Democrats have agreed upon as satisfactory 
to them. We may be sure, therefore, that it 
is more satisfactory tothe liquor-sellers than 
it is likely to be to those who are anxious to 
restrict the evils of their traffic. 


A striking illustration of the power of'a 
political party in the suppression of a public 
scandal is furnished in the latest report of 
the Legislative committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the accounts of the ex-Treasurer of 
the State of Arkansas, Mr. T. J. Courcaru. 
This gentleman was Treasurer during sev- 
eral terms and Governor of the State 
when the investigation was ordered. He is 
now out of office. The inquiry was 
ordered in 1881, and, after much medi- 
tation, a report showing a deficiency 
of $114,000 in his accounts’ was 
made. The report was not accepted, 
and another committee was ordered in Jan- 
uary last. The report of that committee 
shows a deficiency of $233,616. CruRcHILL 
persistently denied the correctness of the first 
report, and there was a disposition on the 
part of his political friends to hush up the 
whole matter. But certain busybodies in- 
sisted that there was something wrong in 
the State Treasury, and the result is the re- 
luctant dragging to light of a large deficit. 
Curiously enough, ex-Gov. and ex-Treas- 
urer CHURCHILL is not a wicked carpet- 
bagger. This deficiency is chargeable to 
‘one of the purest and best’’ of the sons of 
the soil. 


WANTED, A RECORD. 


Democratic sentiment in the Legislature 
is beginning to show signs of division on 
the question of an early adjournment. That 
is one of the good things which the party 
has been promising, but it is doubtful 
whether it will be sufficient in itself to 
redeem an otherwise bad record. That 
aspect of the question seems to have struck 
some of the more sober of the par- 
tisans. An early adjournment is a good 
thing in itself, but it should follow 
upon good work well done. If it is the 
termination of a reckless scramble for pub- 
lic spoils and a hurried jumble of jobs, it 
may lose its popular effect. When the ses- 
sion ends it will be natural to inquire what 
has been done, and the Democrats will be 
sorely in need of a record to point to. It is 
certain that they have made none yet which 
they can ask anybody to look at; but the 
adjournment question presents a dilemma. 
If the session goes on, will not the bad record 
be made worse instead of being redeemed? 
Will not more be saved by stopping betimes 
than by any effort now to redeem almost 
forgotten pledges ? 

The fact is that the reform element of the 
Democratic Party has utterly lost its grip in 
both branches of the Legislature, and the un- 
regenerate spirit of partisanship is carrying 
everything before it. We are assuming that 
there isa reform element still in the party, 
but even that is beginning to be doubtful. 
When wavering votes were to be caught the 
party was lavish of reform professions. 
When the Legislature met there was a pre- 
tense at least of putting the best men to the 
front, and a short session full of good work 
and free from partisan schemes was prom- 
ised. How has the promise been thus far 
fulfilled? Scarcely anything has been done 
which has not had a partisan pur- 
pose, while the commonest rights of 
the minority have been ruthlessly 
overridden. The chief efforts of the so- 
called leaders have been devoted to the 
creation of new offices and the increase of 
patronage. The Lieutenant-Governor, as 
the presiding officer of the Senate, has by 
his arbitrary rulings shown himself in 
full sympathy with the narrowest and 
meanest party spirit. The Speaker of the 
Assembly has been swayed and overborne 
until he has utterly lost the reputation for 
candor and fairness with which he assumed 
the chair. The Sprague-Bliss contested 
election case showed how utterly shallow 
was the pretense of liberality and fairness 
made by such ‘‘respectable’’ men as 
Erastus Brooks, Mr. Benepicr, Mr. 
PovucHer, and the rest of the “‘ better ele- 
ment.”’ 

While partisan schemes and petty jobs 
have been ‘‘jumped ahead”’ by all sorts of 
tricks and devices, and rushed through 
without giving the minority a chance to in- 
sist upon careful consideration, meritorious 
measures have been blocked and hindered 
in their progress. The civil service reform 
and political assessment bills have been 
dealt with in a manner which shows the de- 
sire of the majority tostrangle them. A 
measure of the courage of the most preten- 
tious reformers was shown when men voted 
for the Catholic Protectory appropriation 
while protesting their belief that it was un- 
constitutional and wrong. No subject of 
first-class importance has been dealt with 
in a manner evincing either capacity 
or honesty. The prison investigation and 
its result furnish a sample of the best that 
the majority seems to be capable of. The 
subject required thoughtful consideration 
and careful treatment, but the first step was 
to upset discipline at Sing Sing and the next 
to take away the employment of the prison- 
ers at Clinton. The Assembly committee 
made an intelligent report, but it has been 
ignored in the framing of bills which are 
aimed chiefly at the destruction of 
the contract system. The  ques- 
tion of local self-government is 
one that has been merely paltered with, and 
it is evident that there is no hope of legisla- 
tion affecting municipal administration that 
would not make it more partisan and hence 
less efficient and honest. The quesiion of 
revising the tax laws has been ignored, and 
the idea of this Legislature doing anything 
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with it is simply ludicrous. The capacity 
for dealing with such a subject is utter) 
wanting. 

It will not be worth while to prolong the 
session in the hope of making a record. It 
is already made, and a pretty bad record it 
is. The Democrats have gone back to their 
old party standard and forfeited all claims 
to independent support. It is evident that 
hoped-for reforms are not to be had at their 
hands, and the peorle must begin to think 
of devoting the next political campaign to 
the production of a respectable Legislature, 
if the thing is attainable. 


A HEROIC ACT. 


Signor Mancrnr, the Italian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, recently made a speech in 
defense of the foreign policy of the Gov- 
ernment. His explanation of the refusal of 
Italy to accept the proposal made to her by 
England to join in the task of overthrowing 
ARABI ought to have been very satisfactory 
to his countrymen, for it amounted to a con- 
fession that the advantages to be gained by 
accepting the English proposal would not 
have justified the disturbance of Italian 
finances which would have resulted from it. 
There is no doubt that the Italian Govern- 
ment acted wisely. Whatever honor the 
Italian arms might have won in Egypt 
could not have compared with the honor 
which is justly due to a nation which has, 
by heavy taxation, heroically and patient- 
ly endured, raised itself from bankruptcy to 
solvency. The resumption of specie pay- 
ments, which is to take place in Italy on the 
12th of April next, will deserve to rank 
among the grandest achievements of any 
nation. 

In 1866 the Italian Government was forced 
to resort to a paper currency, redeemable at 
no fixed time or place, and hence, to 
all intents and purposes, irredeemable. The 
cost of two wars with Austria, of the preser- 
vation of order during the period of revolu- 
tion by which the provincial Governments 
of Italy were overthrown and a united Italy 
constituted, of the vast public improve- 
ments and of the powerful army and navy 
which were necessary to the safety and 
progress of the State, was so enormous 
that it seemed for a long time hope- 
less that Italy should extricate herself 
from her financial embarrassments. Year 
by year there was a deficit in the Treasury, 
and it was not until 1876, and under the 
Government of Signor DEPREris, the pres- 
ent Prime Minister, that the budget was 
able to show a small surplus. In seven 
years the annual surplus has so steadily in- 
creased that the credit of the Government 
has been restored, and it has just been able 
to borrow at 5 per cent. gold enough to ren- 
der the abolition of the forced paper cur- 
rency and the resumption of specie pay- 
ments possible. 


Resumption has been a task of vastly 
more difficulty in Italy than it was in this 
country. After the close of our civil war 
the revenue of the Government was so large 
that the difficulty under which our finan- 
ciers labored was to know how to dispose of 
it. Taxation was at no time so heavy as to 
present itself to the people in the light of an 
oppressive burden. In fact there was, as 
the event showed, no difficulty in resump- 
tion. The Government had simply to fix a 
day for resumption, and to take resolute 
steps to prepare for it, and the work was 
done. 


In Italy, on the other hand, resumption 
was a task so difficult that only a courageous 
Government supported by a people willing 
to suffer the most terrible taxation without a 
murmur would have ventured to undertake 
it. The country was not only exhausted, 
but was miserably poor. The people were 
called upon to bear taxation for the sake of 
anidea. The poor peasant and the small 
shop-keeper found that Italian unity meant 
an enormous increase of taxation, and that 
its benefits were mainly the  satisfac- 
tion of a patriotic longing for a 
united nation. The Italians suffered 
in purse by exchanging the rule of 
the petty despots for that of a free Parlia- 
ment, and certain towns, notably Venice, 
Turin, and Florence, found that Italian unity 
was nearly synonymous with municipal 
ruin.

Itis not difficult toinduce an 
excitable people to throw themselves against 
the bayonets of a foreign oppressor or to 
undergo the temporary suffering of siege or 
campaign; but the spectacle of a nation 
voluntarily shouldering for nearly twenty- 
five years the most oppressive of burdens 
and serving patiently in order that the idea 
of national unity should not fail is some- 
thing almost without a parallel. There 
were heroic deeds done by Italian soldiers 


heroism which has brought the nation out 
of bankruptcy is of a rarer and nobler type.

COAL MINES FOR FARMERS. 


The promoter of legislative jobbery care- 
fully sows his seed while the work of a ses- 
sion of Congress is slowly assuming form. 
He does not hail the appearance of the ten- 
der shoot with the music of a brass band, 
but he has am eye upon it and patiently’ 
bides his time, knowing that in the hurly- 
burly and pressure of the last hours of a ses- 
sion the plant may reach a sudden and won- 
drous growth, under genial influences, and 
bear rich fruit before the gavel shall fall for 
the last time. Those who strive to defeat 
objectionable legislation have learned to 
watch closely the proceedings of the last day 
and night of a session in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and to give little attention to the 
work of the Senate. The body of the colored 
contestant in the Lee-Richardson case clogged 
the way in the House during the closing 
hours of the last Congress, and was said by 
an obstinate ‘‘ watch-dog of the Treasury’’ 
to be worth its weight in gold. It was in 
the Senate that a most pernicious bill became 
a law, so far as Congress could make it one. 
Months before that time it had been quietly 
passed in the House. 


The highlands of Alabama abound in coal 
and iron ore. A glance at the map shows 
a tract, nearly 100 miles square, in the 
north-eastern part of the State, which is pene- 
trated by no railroad. Three or four lines 
of land grant railways inclose it. Within 
these lines are millions of acres of public 
land, and a great part of this land is very 
valuable because of coal or iron ore deposits. 
The general law provides that coal lands 
may be taken at a minimum price of 
$20 an acre, when lying within fif- 
teen mules of a railroad, and for 
$10 an acre when lying at a greater 
distance. Many attempts have been made 
in the last four years to secure the enact- 
ment of laws which would allow persons 
and corporations to buy these lands, as agri- 
cultural lands, at $1 25 anacre. Bills have 
been introduced and advocated under which 
projected railroads would have grasped a 
great part of these lands at this price or 
without price. Senators and Representa- 
tives have become eloquent in describing the 
condition of this sequestered tract, the al- 
leged dog-in-the-manger tendencies of the 
railroad companies surrounding it, and the 
grand results which would follow the 
passage of their bills’ But land grant 
legislation became unpopular, and the land 
grant bills and projected railroads were 
dropped. Another plan was chosen. It was 
decided that these valuable mineral lands, 
which are practically worthless for agricul- 
tural purposes, must be transformed into ag- 
ricultural lands by act of Congress. The 
act which was passed at the end of the last 
session provides that all public lands in 
Alabama, ‘‘ whether mineral or otherwise,’’ 
shall be subject to disposal only as agricul- 
tural lands; that the lands which the Gov- 
ernment has designated as containing coal 
or iron shall first be offered at public sale, 
and that bond fide entries of these lands, 
heretofore made upon the allegation that 
they were agricultural lands, shall be con- 
firmed. This bill was passed in the 
House last Summer under a suspension of 
the rules, without debate. When Mr. Mor- 
GAN, of Alabama, temporarily abandoned 
the prosy platitudes with which he has 
frequently wearied the Senate, and urged 
the passage of this bill, in the last hours of 
the session, he was confronted by the reports 
of special agents of the Government, which 
revealed enormous frauds in the disposal of 
these lands. One of these agents reported 
that land speculators had for years been en- 
gaged in getting possession of the coal and 
iron Jands by inducing persons who were 
their tools to enter them under the home- 
stead and pre-emption laws as agricultural 
lands, with the understanding that the lands, 
or at least the mineral deposits, should af- 
terward be transferred to the originators of 
the scheme. Hundreds of these fraudulent 
entries were examined, and the agent, as- 
tounded by the magnitude of the robberies, 
said: ‘‘ Whisky rings and star routes are a 
small matter compared to this swindle.’’ 
He was opposed in his work by capitalists 
and corporations, but in a short time he 
secured evidence which yielded twenty in- 
dictments and led the Grand Jury to 
make a remarkable report, in which 
they declared that the most unblushing 
frauds had been committed; that poor and 
illiterate persons had entered these valuable 
mineral lands as homesteads at homestead 
price; that nearly all of these so-called 
homesteads had been transferred to capital- 
ists, and that the Government had been de- 


the bill to a _ merciless 
strove to induce Mr. Morean to allow 
it to go over until next December. 

The Senator’s 
Democratic friends supported him solidly, 
and, with the assistance of nine Repub- 
licans, the bill was passed by a vote of 34 to 
16. It opens to agricultural entry coal lands

inal. It does not forbid the sale of these 
lands in tracts so large that no persons ex- 
cept wealthy capitalists and corporations 
can compete for them. It may be held to 
confirm thousands of fraudulent entries and 
to legalize a system of robbery which the 
Government has exposed. Within twenty- 
four hours of the passage of this bill 
Congress appropriated $100,000 to be used 
in protecting public lands from illegal and 
fraudulent entry. It is not probable that 


this money will be expended in Alabama.

The current number of the Sanitary En- 
gineer points out that a bill introduced into the 
Assembly by Assemblyman Rorsca has been 
pushed quietly but effectively by its friends.

NEW-YORK CITY AND NORTHERN. 
THE PROPOSED PLAN FOR THE REORGAN- 
IZATION OF THE COMPANY. 

A plan has been suggested by the Committee 
of Five of the holders of the first morigage consoli- 
dated bonds of the New-York City ana Northern 
Railroad for the reorganization of the road, which 
is at present in the hands of a Receiver. The propo- 
sition is that the present first mortgage shall be 
foreclosed. In the reorganization, it is proposed 
to make the new mortgage equal to the present— 
§4.000,000—and $1,000,000 besides, or $5,000,000 in all, 
the bonds to run 40 years, and bear interest at 6 per 
pent. semi-annually. with 1 per cent. accumulative 
sinking fund. The extra $1,000,000 of bonds under 
the plan are to be sold and the proceeds applied to 
the requirements of the road. Out of this sum the 
branch from Van Cortland station to Getty-square, 
Yonkers, is to be built. In the city of Yonkers the 
structure is to be elevated. To make a ready sale 
for the $1,000,000 additional issue of bonds the 
coupons of the other $4.000,000 are to be detached 
and pened in atrust company, under conditions 
which shall make them non-cumulative. These 
coupons shall be paid out of the net earnings after 
those of the additiona! $1,000,000 have been paid. 
The mortgage is to be on the main line, the 
ane ey branch, and all the property to be 

ereafter acquired by the company. The sec- 
ond mortgage bonds, amounting to $2,000,000, 
together with a majority of the stock, are held py 
the New-York Loan and Improvement Company. 
New preferred stock is to be issued for the $2,000,- 
000 ef second mortgage bonds, and commun stock 
forthe present $3,000,000 of stock and to satisfy 
judgment lienors. One half of the $1,000,000 of 
extra bonds is to be taken by the committee of 
bondholders, and the remainder by the holders of 
the junior securities, at not less than par. A cer- 
tain percentage of stoek is to go with each bond. 
The bondholders are to control the road by voting 
power until four consecutive coupons shall have 
en paid on the whole issue of first mortgage 
bonds.

LAWRENCE, Mass., March 28.—At a special 
meeting of the stockholders of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad to-day, it was voted by a stock 
vote of 42,563 to 953, that appreval be given to the 
jease of the Eastern Railroad by the Boston and 


Maine Company, of such tenor and upon such 
terms as have been agreed upon by the Directors.

“LA FAVORITA” AT THE ACADEMY.” 


Donizetti’s great opera is hardly as popular 
as might be expected from its many beautiful arias 
and scenes, probably on account of its generally 
sombre character. But when the principal rdéles 


are intrusted to such artists as appeared last | 
| night, Mme. Scalchi and Signori Ravelliand Monti, | 


it affords almost continuous genuine musical en- 
joyment. The réle of Leonora gives Mme. Scaichi 
a grand opportunity, which she improved, 
presented a performance of great 
power and artistic value. The music 
net entirely adapted to her voice, lying 
for the most part in that range in which she is 
least effective, but with consummate art she 
avoided attempts in which there was danger, and 
made her strong points with telling force and with 
invariable good taste. In the beautiful duo with 
Alfonso, *‘Ab, l’alto amor,’’ which was repeated 
after much applause, Mme. Sealchi was particularly 
good, and so also in the finaleof the second aet.

“PAUL ET VIRGINIE” AT THE CASINO. 
Victor Masse’s opera, “Paul et Virginie,” 
was sung at the Casino last night by Maurice 
Grau’s company in the presence of a large and 
demonstrative audience. This opera was stated 
on the programme to be the composer’s master- 
piece, and the information was also given that it 
was written expressly for M. Victor Capoul and 
originally performed by him for 200 nights at the 
Theatre Lyrique, in Paris. The statement that 
this opera is the masterwork of M. Victor 
Masse can hardly be doubted since no other 
work of the composer's has _ succeeded 
in making an indelible impression on the 
hearts of men. The music of which the composer 
relieved himself in ‘‘Paul et Virginie” can hardly 
be said to have keptitself alive. It has been pre- 
served to an unmerited age by the public affection 
for the pretty love story which it badly illustrates. 
The distinctly Semitic airs sung by the children of 
Ham, and the decidedly martial music in which 
the hero and heroine are made to declare their 
eternal love are about as near to the spirit of the 
text as the composer gets in any part of the work, 
except, perhaps, in one or two of the melodies al- 
lotted to Domingo, the negro. If, however, the 
music lacks character it does pot want for verve, 
and much of it rests upon a very sub- 
stantial foundation of brass. The vivacity 
and forcefulress of the opera constitute a pseudo- 
virility which has kept italive. Icisnot, therefore, 
to be wondered at that it was witnessed last even- 
ing by alarge audience. The performance was, in 
many respects, highly commendable. The chief 
faults of the representation were not in M. Grau’s 
singers, but in French vocal methods. The best 
musical work of the evening was done by M. 
Mauge, as Domingo. He sang with genuine feeling 
and good method, and was immediately recognized 
by the audience as a performer of true excel- 
lence. M. Capoul acted Paul with abundant 
earnestness, and sang his music with great 
force, if not always with absolute tunefulness. 
Mile. Leroux was a buxom Virginie. Her vocaliza- 
tion showed the usual weaknesses of the French 
school, but she infused much feeling into her work 
and thoroughly pleased the audience.

A LUTHERAN EPISCOPATE WANTED 


PENNSYLVANIA MINISTERS ARGUING IN ITS 
FAVOR—SUMMARY OF PAPERS READ. 


EASTON, Penn., March 28.—The Lutheran 
ministers in this portion of Pennsylvania met here 


| yesterday, and have held several sessions discuss- 
In the bet- | 


ing the question of baving an episcopate in the 
Lutheran Church in America. As a vreparatory 
step papers were read showing the state of the 
episcopate in the early Church and in the German 
Reformation. The Rev. Dr. John Kobler, of Allen- 
town, who is presiding, read the first paper. and its 
discussion occupied the greater part of the first 
two sessions of yesterday. His topic was the epis- 
copate in the early Church. He showed that the 
Apostles had received their commission from 
Christ to go into the world and preach. They 
believed they were authorized to ordain Eld- 
ers and Deacons, and to transmit to them 
their divine commission so that they in turn could 
ordain others, and thus hand down the divine au- 
thority. The terms Bishop and Elder were used as 
synonimous in the early history ef the Church, but 
the word Bishop soon came to be applied to 
those who before had been Apostles. Finally there 
were three kinds of ministers—the Apostles. Pres- 
byters,and Deacons. The Apostleate soon merged 


into the episcopate. Bishops were put ever 

churches, and they were the heads of such organi- 

zations until the timeof the Reformation. Though 

during this event there was a departure from the 

gamma it was not either willingly or generally 
one. 

J. Howard Lewis, of Philadelphia, then read a 
paper giving the views of the laymen on the epis- 
copate, in which the writer strongly favored the 
episcopate for the Church in this country, whieh 
isthe descendant of the German Churoh. A his- 
torieal review was given of the work of Bishops. 
The Church of Sweden is united, having an episco- 
pate, while the Church of Germany, without epis- 
copacy, is not a unit and cannot, as a body, be 
termed Lutheran. The fault lies in the govern- 
ment. Unity of Christendom is possible under a 
universal episcopate—not absolute, but visible 
unity. Our Church government is not a success. 
Episcopacy is the true government. The greatest 
monument thet could be raised to Luther in this 
year of bis birth would be the institution of episco- 
pacy in its suecession and with the ordersin the 
ministry. 

The Rey. C. J. Cooper, of South Bethlehem, 
next presented a paper on the episcopate in the 
German Reformation having especial reference 
to the position and views of reformers. He 
showed from the published writings of the re- 
formers and the public documents of that period 
that the reformers were most anxious toretain the 
episcopacy in its renovated form; tbat they reo- 
ognized the episcopate, pastorate, and diaconate 
as the offices having Divine authority. This paper 
drew forth considerable discussion. 

The Rev. J. F. Ohl, of Quakedown, next read a 
paper showing the relations of the episcopate in 
the Reformation to the constitutions adopted for 
Chureh government, and the Bishop established 
under them, He held that episcopacy was recog- 
nized by the Lutheran reformers as the proper 
Church government, as is shown both in their writ- 
ings and in thelr efferts to establish evangelical 
Bishoprics,and gave a review of the constitutions 
forthe Duchy of Prussia, of Mark Brandenburg, and 
of Schleswig-Holstein. Here the Church was reunit- 
ed,as were all those inthe North of Germany. Those 
of the South, where there were no Bishops, and 
where Papal and State influenees were felt, were 
divided. Luther was shown to be in favor of 
Bishops, and of having ordained two, viz., Nicholas 
von Arnsdorf ané Prince George. of Anhalt. The 
paver urged the need of a Bishopric in America. 

The Conference to-day heard papers and dis- 
cussed further the; question of an episcopate for 
the Lutheran Church in America. The Rev. J. H. 
Geissinger read the first paper on this poimt and 
argued strongly for the adoption of the proposed 
Chureh government. He said he was convinced 
that the episcopate form of Church polity was 
Seriptural and Apostolic, but he sought to 
break down and disprove the doctrine of 

of orders. Government, the very 
possible, is mecessary but not 
essential. Organization is only @ means to an end. 
Many reasons were submitted and elaborated 
upon to show why the episcopate in the Lutheran 
Church in America should be restored or revived. 
Prof. Richard, of Allentown, read a paper on 
“The seecemeee and Advantage of the Episcopal 
Office to the Educational and Charitable Institu- 
tions of the Church.” He expressed an interest 
solely in the practical feature of an episcopate. A 
Bishop would know better than any one else 
what would be needed and what not. 
He would soon instinctivel find the 
proper: centre of location for the institution, 
for the Church, according to their various 
kinds. “Iclaim,” he said, “importance and ad- 
vantage In founding our institutions for an epis- 
copate, because only such an overseer has it upon 
his heart and in his head to study what and where 
they ought to be. He would be an overseer, and 
this is a very necessary office."’ 

The Rev. Mr. Fry, of Lancaster, next read a pa- 
per on the salutary influence of a Bishop on the 
younger clergy. The writer is one of the younger 
clergy, and he showed strongly the benefit he 
thougnt would accrue to those of hisage by having 
an elderiy bead to the Church to whom they could 
all look for aid and advice. ** I'ma Bishop,” he said, 
“the young clergyman can find that counsel 
which will carry him through where now he often 
fails for want of it.’’ The relation of the Bishop 
and the young minister. first in the light of the 
Bishop shielding the youth and of the youth in the 
front rank supported by the wise counsels of the 
nominal head of the Charch, were set forth to ad- 
vantage. The paper closed with reference to the 
ability of a Bishop to elevate the whole tone of 
clerical ministrations and spirituality. This closed 
the reading of papers, and the discussions which 
followed showed plainly that the ministers all 
favored the episcopacy. Committees were ap- 
pointed to have the several conferences of the 
Synod discuss the questions, as well as to bring the 
opinions and views among the congregations. The 
Conference adjourned at 5 P. M.

OBITUARY. 


LEWIS LIVINGSTON DELAFTIELD. 

Lewis Livingston Delafield, the well-known 
counsel for the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, died early yesterday morning 
He 
had been confined to his house for five weeks and 
his death was not unexpected. He suffered from 
a disease of the spine. The funeral services will 
take place in Calvary Church, Fourth-avenue and 
Twenty-first-street, at 10 o'clock on Saturday 
morning. The Rev. Dr. Henry Y. Satteries, Reetor 
of the church, will officiate, assisted by the 
Rev. Dr. Sullivan H. Weston, of St. John’s 
Church; the Rev. George D. Wildes, of 
Christ Church, Riverdale, and the Rev. Mr. 
Wilson, of King's Bridge. The body will be buried 
at Woodlawn, to which it will be taken in a special 
train after the services at the church. 

Mr. Delafield was born in this City Nov. 3, 1834. 
His father was the late Major Joseph Delafield, 
and his mother was a daughter of Maturin Liv- 
ingston. Having been prepared for a collegiate 
course by private tutors, Mr. Delafield entered 
Columbia College in 1851. Close attention to his 


studies brought him out four years later at the 
head of his class. Among his classmates were 
Herbert B. Turner, ex Judge Gunning 8. Bedford, 
George L. Schieffelin, Charlies M. Da Costa, and 
Oscar Smedberg. After leaving college, Mr. Dela- 
field studied law in the office of Alexander 
Hamilton, Jr., and in 1857 he was ad- 
mitted to the Bar. He at onee opened 
an_ office with three friends—John Ewing, 
William Burns, and Robert Cutting—at No. 49 Ex- 
change-place. About 12 years ago he became a 
gg in the law firm of Cram, Robinson & Dela- 
eld. This firm was dissolved after one year be- 
cause of the sickness of the senior partner, and 
Mr. Delafield formed no other partnership. He 
rapidly built up a large practice, and soon beeame 
rominent in legal circies. As a member of the 
ar Association he took an active part in all its 
work, especially in the fixing of a higher standard 
for admission to the Bar. He was closely identi- 
fied with the efforts to have the County Clerk's. 
Register’s, and Sheriff's offices made salaried 
places, and urged the matter before the 
Bar Association and the Legislature. In 
1881 he was Chairman of the Committee 
on Judicial Nominations of the association. 
He also frequently served as examiner of appli- 
cants for admission to the Bar. He was one of the 


founders of the Young Men’s Municipal Reform As- | 


sociation, and took an active part in the campaign 
which brought about the downfall of William M. 
Tweed. Mr. Delafield was an active member of 
the Municipal Society, and in 1879 he was Chair- 
man of its Judiciary Committee. A year later he 
served on the committee on the characters of the 
nominees for County offices. He was a member 
of the Episcopal Church Congress and acted as its 
Vice-President at the meeting in Richmond, Va., in 
October last. A month before he diseussed the sub- 
ject of ** Professional Ethics” before the American 
Social Science Association at Saratoga. At the 
time of his death Mr. Delafield was the attorney 
in Ameriea for the Direct United States Cable Com- 
pany and the'French Cable Company. He was also 
counsel ferthe American Female Guardian So- 
elety, the Executor of a number of large estates, 
and counsel for the Roosevelt Hospital. He re- 
ceived the latter appointment in March, 1872, at 
the time when it was proposed to build a large ab- 
attoir near the hospital, and to concentrate the 
slaughtering business in that locality. Mr. Dela- 
field fought this scheme so successfuliy that most 
» Fas abattoirs were driven entirely out of the 

y. 

Mr. Delafield was best known to the general 
public as the counsel for the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children. He accepted this 
position in 1876, and from that year until his death 
he devoted a large part of his time, without com- 
pensation, to the good work of the society. As 
such counsel Mr. Delafield took charge of the pro- 
ceedings against Antonio Briglia and Giovanno An- 
tonio Ancarola, who brought over children from 
Italy to beg and steal for them. As the result 
of Mr. Delafield’s efforts in this case correspond- 
ence was had between the American and Italian 
Governments, and the padrone system was com- 
pletely broken up. Another of Mr. Delafield's 
triumphs was the conviction of the Rev. Edward 
Cowley, of the notorious *‘ Shepherd's Fold,’ where 
Louis Victor and many other children were shame- 
fully starved and ill-treated. Cowley is now try- 
ing to get the Legislature to set aside the judgment 
fer $250 obtained against him, and to pay about 
$6,000 debts which he says he contracted while 
running the ‘‘Shepherd'’s Fold.” During all his 
sickness Mr. Delafield kept a close wateh upon this 
seheme. Among the hundreds of other eases 
taken up by the society in which Mr. Delafield’s 
services as counse] were required were those of

cbildren, who were kept from the theatrical stage 
by Mr. Delafield’s efforts. Mr. Delafield, on behalf 
of the society, also strongly opposed the giving of 
a license for the production of the Passion Play. 
The dead lawyer was a member of the Union and 
Athenzum Clubs, and an associate member of the 
Mendelssohn Glee Club. He was a Vestryman of 
Calvary Church in this City, and of Christ Church, 
Riverdale. Near the latter place he usually spent 
his Summers in a pleasant country seat. Mr. Dela- 
field’s death recalls the fact that in February, 1875, 
his father and two of his uncles died within three 
days. Each of the three was about 80 years old, 
and all were buried on the same day. 

Mr. Delafield was married in April, 1862, to Miss 
Emily Prime, daughter of Frederick Primes, of 
Now-Rochelie. Mrs. Delafield, three sons, and one 
dauglter survive him. 


COL. THOMAS H. HERNDON. 

Col Thomas H. Herndon died in Mobile, 
Ala., yesterday afternoon, surrounded by all his 
family. He had been ill for more than a year, and 
Was many times at the point of death, but rallied 
with so much spirit that even yesterday morning 
it was believed he might yetlinger a week or more, 
Thomas Hoard [Herndon was born in Greene, now 


Hale, County, Ala., in 1828. His father wasa na- 
tive of Fredericksburg, Va.. and his motber was 
a daughter of Judge Harry Toulmin, of Washing- 
ton County. He was graduated at Tuscaloosa in 
1847, and afterward read law at Harvard: still later 
he read law in the office of the Hon. J. W. Taylor, 
of Greene County, and was licensed to practice in 
1849. He took up his residence in Eutaw, Ala., and 
soon entered politics. He was defeated for the 
Legislature in 1850. In 1853 he went to Mobile and 
practiced law. and in 1857 he represented Mobile in 
the State Legislature. Next he returned to Greene 
County, and represented it in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1861. 

Entering the Ccenfederate service at the breaking 
out of the waras Major of the Thirty-sixth Ala- 
bama, a regiment he had helped to recruit, he soon 
became its Colonel. He was severely wounded at 
Chickamauga and was laid up for six months. Re- 
turning to the field, he was shot again at Atlanta, 
but was especially complimented in the report of 
his brigade commander. He rejoined his regiment 
at Spanish Fort, near Mobile, and when that post 
was evacuated Col. Herndon was the last to leave 
it. He surrendered with his regiment at Meridian, 
Miss. Returning to Mobile he resumed the prac- 
tice of his profession and was successful. He con- 
tinued to interest himself in politics and displayed 
great enorgy in opposing what was termed the 
“*carpet-bag”’ rule. He ran for Governor on the 
Democratic ticket in 1872, but was defeated. In 
1878 he was elected to represent the First Alabama 
Distrist in Congress, and ro-elected again in 1880 
and 1882. He wasa man of more than ordinary 
ability, courteous, upright, and greatly beloved by 
his friends. 

A meeting of citizens will be held in Mobile at 
noon to-day to arrange for the funeral, which will 
take place Sunday afternoon.

OBSERVANCE OF THE CENTENNIAL oF THE 
TREATY OF PEACE WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 
Bishop Coxe, of the Episcopal Diocese of 

Western New-York, has !ssued an address to the 

clergy embodying the following suggestions:

| * The 19th of April of this year will be the cen- 

| tennial of the peace which established our inde- 
pendence and nationality. On that same day. in 
1775, hostilities were begun between the mother 
country and her colonies; on that day, in 1783, 
George Washington announced the peace to the 
Army and ordered its Chaplains * with the several 
brigades to render thanks to Almighty God for all 
His mereies, particularly for His overruling the 
wrath of man to His glory and eausing the 
rage of war to cease among the  na- 
tions.’ After 100 years of the unmerited bless- 
ings which that peace has secured to the American 
people in the enjoyment of a temporal prosperity 
unparalleled in the history of the human race, I 
fee] that we have multiplied reasons for calling to 
mind the precept and example of the Father of 
his Country: and I hereby request the reverend 
clergy with the congregations committed to their 
chargeto join mein a due celebration of the 
ceming anniversary. The ‘Office of Te Deum,’ 
authorized in this Diocese, will be published in 
the Aalender, and I invite the reverend clergy 
of the city of Baoffalo to unite in the solemn 
celebration of this office in the Cathedral 
Church of St. Paul at noonday on Thursday, 
the 19th of April next. Let it also be borne in 
mind that this is the centennial year of the organ- 
ization of our American Church. and that the fes- 
tival of Easter this year, eeinciding with the Feast 
of the Annunciation, was the hundredth anniver- 
sary of the election of Dr. Samuel Seabury to be 
the first American Bishop. Thus the foundation of 
the American Episcopate was the immediate fruit 
of our independence, and to the Prince of Peace 
be all glory and praise for the spiritual blessings 
which have crowned a temporal prosperity that 
led could have been created apart from Chris- 
tianity.”

READY FOR THE TROUT STREAMS. 

ANGLERS PREPARING FOR THE OPENING OF 

THE SEASON. 

The opening day of the trout season falls on 
Monday, April 2, this year, the Sunday laws pre- 
venting fishing on the ist day of April, and the 
sun will probably shine that morning on more 
fisbermen on Long Island than there are trout in 
her streams. The sun may not shine on Monday. 
but it will make no difference in the number of 
fishermen present. To take part in the opening 
fishing of the season is always considered the 
proper thing to do, and there is a correct style 


in angling as well as in Spring bonnets. 
It is not altogether certain whether the season will 
justify the elaborate preparations which the ama- 
teur anglers are making to enjoy it: there is a di- 
versity of opinion among the local piscatorial 
prophets on that important point, but as the ma- 
jority of fishermen care more for the sport than 
for the fish, the chances are quite in its favor. 
Mr. W. Holberton, of Conroy & Bissett, the vet- 
eran angier, author, and inventor, thought that 
the season promised exceedingly well. The Winter 
had been of such a character as to prevent poach- 
ing to a great extent, and there are plenty of 
fishin the streams. Charles F. Imbrie, of Abbey 
& Imbrie, than whom no one is _ better 
informed, thought the prospects were favorable. 
The past Winter was very variable, und the trout 
did not lie in their usual lethargic condition, but 
were restiess and lively, and this Spring will find 
them wary and thin, but ravenously hungry. Mr.

THE DEATH OF SISTER LOUISE. 
SUDDEN ENDING OF THE GOOD WORKS OF 
LOUISA GARDNER HALL. 

Louisa Gardner Hall, member of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Sisterhood, known to the 
world simply as “Sister Louise,” died very 
suddenly on Tuesday evening of heart disease 
in the House of the Holy Comforter at No. 
54 West Eleventh-street. Sister Louise was born 
in Milwaukee, Wis., 82 years ago, and while stiil in 
her girlhood she devoted her life to works of char- 
ity in her native city and beeame a Sister of Char- 
ity, and her life has since been devoted "to labor 
among the poor, sick, and unfortunate. Ten years 


ago she came to this City and entered the Sister- 
hood of the Holy Communion. After two years, 
her health becoming somewhat impaired, she left 
the order and worked alone among the poor of 
New-York. Her labors brought her into contact 
with Miss A. M. Palmer, who has also devoted her 
life to labor among the poorand sick. and a most 
ardent friendship sprang up between them, and 
for the last eight years they have been eonstantly 
together. They labored together in the hospitals of 
Baltimore and Bridgeport, and four years ago they 
became the visiting Sisters of Grace Church parish 
in this City. They found so many cases of incurable 
sickness among women while doing this work that 
they saw the necessity for a hospital for incurable 
women, who otherwise could go only to the City 
institutions. After great difficulty the twe friends, 
unassisted, opened the House of the Holy Com- 
forter, ahome for incurable women and girls, at No. 
241 West Twenty-third-street, in September, 1879. 
Tbe Home was afterward moved to its present 
location, in West Eleventh-street, and here Sister 
Louise and Miss Palmer worked together until sep- 
arated by death. Sister Louise’s death was very 
sudden, and the biow is aterrible one to her asso- 
ciate in geod works, Miss Palmer. Her funeral 
will take place to-morrow morning from the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin.

ARTISTIC GYMNASTICS. 
AN EXHIBITION OF RAPID SKETCHING BY 
FOUR NEW-YORK ARTISTS. 

Four New-York artists, Messrs. W. C. Bauer, 
W. H. Coughlin, George ©. Wright, and J. W, 
Rough, eave a novel and interesting exhibition of 
rapid sketching last evening at the School of In- 
dustrial Art for Women, No. 251 West Twenty- 
third-street, for the benefit of the school. Large 
frames covered with drawing-paper stood upon 
easels on the platform in front, and the artists be- 
gan to work simultaneously, while the audience 
watched the pictures grow and indulged in 
speculation as to what the different objects in- 
troduced in the sketches were meant for. Mr. 
Bauer bezan by ornamenting the top half of bis 
picture witha big black smudge followed bya 
white smudge. Mr. Wright executed the frame of 


his picture first, and then rapidly threw in a water- 
scape background, with a tenement-house on the 
Harlem rocks, and a large billy goat. Tne goat 
Was next transformed into a light-house and the 
rocks into some more water and a boat. Mr. 
Rough threw in some light clouds and a gibbous 
moon, finished off with some turkey buzzards fish- 
ine. By this time Mr. Coughlin had rendered a 
eonfused mass of dubs intoa vista of water through 
a forest, with an inebriated gentleman walking 
down the road. Mr. Bauer threw in a few trees 
and a lake, Mr. Rough transformed his turkey buz- 
zards into a consumptive-looking tree, and the four 
pictures were completed in 13 minutes. 

The next act wasa partnership sketch by Messrs. 
Bauer and Wright, in which two easels were used, 
the gentlemen working alternately at each with- 
out Knowing the design in each other's mind. Mr. 
Wright rapidly introduced somo highly effective 
jiggers. supplemented with an ornamental ehicken 
under the influence of delirium tremens. Mr. 
Bauer then changed with Mr. Wright, and turned 
the chicken into Jack the Giant-killer climbing the 
beanstalk, while the artistic smudge just executed 
by Mr. Bauer was wrought into some beautiful 
hills by Mr. Wright. After the introdue- 
tion of an extensive lake in the latter 
work of art and a few miles of tropical 
grass in Mr. Wright’s picture, the artists 
made their bow to the audience and time was 
called for another bout by all four gentleman, Mr. 
Cougblin undertaking to perform the unparalleled 
feat of drawing two pictures at once with acrayon 
ineach hand. Mr. Wright first delineated a sec- 
tion of the Brooklyn Bridge, with a large loaf of 
Boston brown bread in the foreground anda tooth- 
pick. This was presently transformed into a chim- 
ney, out of which a mixture of ewallows and smoke 
was proeeeding. A roe’s egg was thrown into the 
middle distance with a brief touch of the charcoal, 
and Mr. Wright introduced the picture to the audi- 
ence as the swallow’s ehimney at Luzerne, New- 
York. Mr. Rough had meanwhile executed a lone 
pine looking over a tall cliff upon some first-rate 
water, Mr. Coughlin had completed two landscapes, 
and Mr. Bauer a waterscape. The entertainment 
was somewhat curtailed by the absence of Mr. 
Eugene Nice, who was to contribute an impromptu 
portrait in oils, and was concluded with four more 
nenree. of which a ship on fire, by Mr. Wright, 
drew forth much applause from the audience. It 
was announced that the pictures were ready to be 
sold for the benefit of the sehool, but no bids were 
made, although some of them were excellent, es- 
pecially two by Mr. Rough.

THE CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS.

IMPROVED PRICES, BUT NOT MUCH TRADING 


—CORN PROSPECTS. 


CaicaGo, March 28.—The leading produce 
markets were more irregular than usual to-day, 
but generally stronger. Corn and lard advanced 
rather sharply, and that acted on other articles, 
though there was not much demand except for 
flax-seed. Another snow-storm tended to stiffen 
prices in grain. 

Provisions were much stronger. Lard was the 
leading feature of the deal. It advanced 15 cents 
and closed 1244 cents above the latest prices of 
Tuesday, at $11 45 for May. The article was in 
sharp demand, though quoted 3d. lower, in Liver- 
pool. A notable feature of the day’s trading wasa 
free changing back into May from more deferred 
months by dealers who had been previously 
tempted to reverse operations by the small pre- 
mium on all deliveries after May. They got scared 


and evened up. {Pork advanced 15 cents and 
closed at 74 cents improvement, at $18 35 for 
May, but it was only in sympathy withthe move- 
mentinlard. The market for pork was a little 
better than nominal during a large part of the ses- 
sion. Short ribs sold up 5 cents, and closed 2% 
cents better. at $9 95 for May: but they too were 
negleeted. The shipping demand for meats was 
said to be fair, and the loeal heg market was 
stronger, with smail receipts. Onthe afternoon 
call, the market was stronger. Pork closed at 
$18 4214 for May and $18 5714 for June, with little 
change in lard.

TRYING TO SET ASIDE A DIVORCE. 

Alonzo C. Yates, the Syracuse merchant, 
whose will is now under contest in the Surrogate’s 
Court, was the husband of Anna E. Yates until 
1870. He then procured a decree of absolute 
divorce from her, and soon afterward married hi 


cook, who will be the principal beneficiary from 
his will if it is upheld. His divorced wife now 
asserts that the divoree against her was wrong- 
fully obtained, and, as his widow, she sets upa 
claim for dower in his real estate. A suit by her 
to maintain this claim against the Executors of 
his will and all parties interested in it was called 
for trial, before Judge Donohue, in the Supreme 
Court, Circuit, yesterday. Mr. John H. Strahan, 
attorney for the defendants, asked that the trial 
should take place. Mr. John D. Townsend, attor- 
ney for Mrs. Yates, asked for a postponement, and 
that the ease should be put down peremptorily for 
trial on the day to whieh the adjournment should 
be had. in support of his application he read affi- 
davits setting forth the reasons why he was not 
ready for trial. He had been and was pressed 
by business, he said; he was unable to 
procure the attendance as a_ witness 
of dJudge Andrews, of the Court of 
Appoals, who is now busy on the bench; and+he 
had been unable to bring the plaintiff and her wit- 
nesses to this City because of the cost ana the un- 
certainty as tothe trialtaking place. The affidavits 
also set forth that the decree of absolute divorce 
against his client was obtained by Alonzo C. Yates 
through the treachery of her attorney and with- 
out any basis for it. Mr. Strahan objected to de- 
lay, saying that similar suits had been broucht, 
but not prosecuted, by Mrs. Yates in Onondaga 
and Westchester Counties, and that Mrs. Yates’s 
attorney in the divorce suit had disproved her 
eharges against him.
